The Cattleman Cover 


“Tue Quarter Horse”—-by John Mariani 


“HIS Twelfth Annual Horse Issue of The Cattleman is 
dedicated to the Quarter Horse and the men and women 
who have contributed to the preservation of Quarter 

Horse bloodlines and Quarter Horse development and improve- 
ment. 

It is with a great deal of pride that we salute this great 
horse of the West and The American Quarter Horse Associ- 
ation 

The year 1950 is important in Quarter Horse history for it 
marked the completion of the amalgamation of the National 
Quarter Horse Breeders Association and the American Quarter 
Racing Association with the American Quarter Horse Associ- 
ation 

The latter organization was organized in Fort Worth, Texas, 
in 1940 for the purpose of collecting, recording and preserving 
the pedigrees of Quarter Horses and also to publish a Stud 
Book and Registry. Another purpose was to stimulate any and 
all other matters pertaining to the history, breeding, exhibiting, 
publicity and improvements of the breed. 

The infancy of all breed associations is always clouded 
with much doubt regarding the pedigrees of the early time 
sires and dams. It is an accepted fact that the Quarter Horse 
was well established in the Colonial times, lost much of his 
identity as the frontier pushed westward, only to be recaptured 
hy the men interested in perpetuating the breed through this 
association. The founders of the association all encouraged the 
registration of quality horses based on bloodlines, conforma- 
tion and performance. These three requirements still hold true 
today, for one without the other, the breed cannot survive 

Much of the early work done by the new association in its 
first few years was to establish authentic pedigrees by which 
the association could function. All breed registries pass through 
this same stage of perfection. It necessitates driving thousands 
of miles, writing hundreds of letters, making many telephone 
calls and burning much midnight oil, to run down and prove 
certain pedigrees. This type of work is very slow and very 
discouraging, but with the same spirit that established the 
association, it also encouraged the personnel to continue their 
research work into the pedigrees and history of many horses 
and their breeders 

Since the founders of the association were mainly ranching 
folks, scattered over the entire southwest, it was very diffi- 
cult to have them all attend any special meeting at the same 
time. Hence, it was decided to call the first meeting during 
the 1940 Southwestern Exposition and Fat Stock show, held 
every year in Fort Worth, Texas. It was during this meeting 
that it was decided upon to issue the first registration number 
in the first stud book to the stallion winning the above men 
tioned show the following year. This award went to “Wimpy” 
owned by the King Ranch in Kingsville, Texas. 

The first office of the association was located in College 
Station, Texas, where the first secretary, Robert M. Denhardt, 
now editor of the Western Horseman, was a faculty member 
of the Agricultural and Mechanical College of Texas. It was 
here that “Bob” laid much of the foundation work of the as- 
sociation. During the first year he registered 347 horses and 
devoted most of his efforts to research work. In 1941 he reg 
istered 452 horses and published the No. 1 Stud Book and Reg 
istry. In 1942 there were 308 horses registered 

In 1943, the office was moved to Eagle Pass, Texas, and 
Mrs. M. G. Michaelis continued the work on the research of 
the old time Quarter Horse sires and dama, beth in this coun- 
try and in Old Mexico. During 1943, the No. 2 Stud Book and 
Registry was published and 411 horses were registered. Ac 
tivity of the association was greatly curtailed during 1944-45 
due to war conditions. Registrations were at a minimum due to 
rationing of gasoline, photographic supplies and the combined 

of all to win a war. However, during 1944, there were 
registered and in 1945 there were 715 horses reg 
The No. 3 Stud Book and Registry was also published. 

n 1946 the office was moved to Fort Worth, Texas, and 
John C. Burns was elected executive secretary. The back log 
of applications which had accumulated in the years of the war

were given immediate attention, Registration requirements 
were geared to the times which eliminated the picture require- 
ments and additional inapectors were sent into the field, In 
September 1046, the office was moved to Amarillo, Texas, 
when Raymond D. Hollingsworth « John C. Burns, 
With the year 1946 ending, there was a total of 3817 horses 
registered, 

At the annual meeting in Fort Worth in March, 1947 the 
Permanent Stud Book was officially opened. This was the long 
awaited take-off on a long range registration program of 
horses from proven bloodlines and conformation, that would 
expedite registration. During the year 1947, there were 5214 
horses registered in the Tentative Stud Book. 

The year 1948 was a banner year for the association. The 
Permanent Stud Book requirements were adjusted to allow the 
get from a permanently registered sire and a permanently 
registered dam to be registered directly into the Permanent 
Stud Book at birth without inspection. In September the first 
issue of The Quarter Horse Journal was presented to the breed- 
ers as the official publication of the association and in Oc 
tober the No. 4 Stud Book and Registry was released, carrying 
the registrations through 12,000. The year 1948 was climaxed 
by registering 3804 horses in the Tentative Registry, 300 horses 
directly in the Permanent Registry and 883 y ern by means 
of transfer into the Permanent Registry. 

The renewed popularity of the Quarter Horse which now 
exists, firat took roots in the great Southwest acer where 
he proved to be the ideal horse used in all phases of livestock 
production. He proved first of all to be trustful for he has been 
bred that way bor generations. This is easential in a good cow 
horse. His outstandingly good disposition, quiet manner in 
discharging his work and unexcelled speed for a short distance 
all contribute to make him the most popular utility horse in 
the equine world. 

But the popularity of the Quarter Horse has spread, and 
now we find him taking his deserving place in many riding 
clubs and on the bridle paths. The casual pleasure rider will 
find the Quarter Horse an intelligent, easily reined and trained 
horse; one that is sure-footed and dependable for both men, 
women and children. Hence, these natural characteristics all 
tend to make the Quarter Horse an ideal mount for the casual 
rider, whether in the city or in the suburban area. Since he 
was bred to live on the open range with cattle, he is a very 
easy keeper and finds life very enjoyable in an acre of ground 
or on the largest range 

Present officers of the American Quarter Horse Associ- 
ation are Rebert E, “Bob” Hooper, Plainview, Texas, presi- 
dent; George Wiswall, Merced, California, first vice-president; 
Monsieur Moore, Dewey, Oklahoma, second vice-president; and 
Raymond Hollingsworth, Amarillo, secretary-treasurer.

price support programs have been developed to protect the 
interests of both producers and consumers.” 

The Agricultural Act of 1949 makes price support manda- 
tery for 1951-crop wheat at 80 to 90 per cent of parity. Secre- 
tary Brannan has put the support at 90 per cent to assure an 
abundant supply of wheat in accordance with acreage allot- 
ments announced by this Department on July 14. The national 
allotment for the 1951 crop is 72.8 million acres, With average 
yields, this acreage would produce an estimated 1,150 million 
bushels as compared with an estimated 1950 crop of 996 million 
bushels 

The dollars-and-cents support level announced today is 
based upon the latest parity price information available, If 
parity is higher at the beginning of the 1951-52 marketing 
year, the support will be increased to reflect 90 per cent of 
parity at that time but in no event will the support be less 
than $1.99 a bushel as a national average. (This announcement 
is in accordance with the “Forward Pricing” provisions of 
Sec. 406 of the Agricultural Act of 1949, which stipulate that 
the advance level of price support “shall not exceed” the 
estimated maximum level of price support specified in the 
Act, but “shall not be reduced” if the actual maximum is less 
than the estimated level announced at this time.) 

Price support by means of loans and purchase agreements 
will be available on the 1951 crop from time of harvest through 
January 31, 1952, to farmers who comply with their acreage 
allotments. The loans will mature Apri! 30, 1952, or earlier 
on demand, and producers who deliver wheat under a purchase 
agreement must notify their county committee within a 30-day 
period ending April 30, 1952. No farm-storage payment will 
be made to the producer. CCC will not assume any warehouse 
charges, except the receiving charges (as set forth in the 
Uniform Grain Storage Agreement), accruing prior to May 1, 
1952. This change in the program from previous years has 
been made to place wheat on the same basis as other grains 
with respect to storage charges on loan commodities delivered 
te CCC 

As in previous years, only wheat grading No. 3 or better, 
or No. 4 or No, 5 because of test weight or because it con- 
tains wheat of the classes durum and/or red durum, but other 
wise grading No. 3 or better, will be eligible for loan or 
purchase. 
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Texas Crop Report 


J 1ELDS of spring sown crops in Texas, although below 
the exceptionally high yields harvested in 1949, will still 
be mostly above average, according to the August report of 

the Bureau of Agricultura! Economics. Reduced acreage and 
iower yields will result in a cotton crop estimated at less than 
one half of last year’s record production. Smaller crops than 
last year are also indicated for potatoes, sweet potatoes, broom- 
corn and peanuts. Due to increased acreage, this year’s sorghum 
grain crop is expected to be the largest of record, however, 
and harvest of corn and hay will exceed the 1949 totala, Com- 
paratively poor yields from fall sown small grain crops result- 
ing from winter and spring drouth and from heavy infesta- 
tion of insecta were reflected in the smallest wheat crop in 
many years. Except for the fall sown grains and for potatoes, 
peanuts, and broomeorn, production of all Texas grown field 
crops is expected to be above average. 

On August 1, most northern and northwestern areas were 
showing the effects of excessive rainfall. One of the wettest 
July’s of record in those areas had kept farmers ovt of the 
fields most of the month, resulting in excessive weed growth 
and heavy insect infestations. In extreme south Texas, partic- 
ularly in the Coastal Bend and Lower Valley, however, grow 
ing crops were suffering from continued drouth. Harvest of 
grain sorghums and cotton was favored by the het, open 
weather in central and southern counties, Good cuttings of 
high quality hay were being harvested over much of the state, 
although some fos had resulted from continued rains in north 
and northeast Texas. 

The cotton crop was forecast at 3,000,000 bales compared 
with 6,040,000 bales last r, The decrease in production from 
a year ago is due to reduced acreage and yield, The indicated 
yield of 205 pounds compares with 266 pounds last year. Indi 
eated production this year is still above the 10-year average 
production of 2,720,000 bales. 

The current estimate of the wheat crop at 21,560,000 
bushels is unchanged from the estimate of a month ago. The 
1949 crop was 102,848,000 bushels and the average 56,350,000 
bushels. The yield of 8.0 bushels per acre compares with 14.5 
bushels last year and the 10-year average of 12.4 bushels, It 
is the lowest yield per acre since 1936.

Horse and Mule Census January 1, 1950 


HE number of horses and colts on farms as of January 1, 
1950, wae extimated at 5,310,000 head, 10 per cent below 
the 6,808,000 head on farms a year previous, 1949. The 
number is 75 per cent below the all-time peak of 21,451,000 head 
of horses reached in 1915, Each year since 1915 there has been 
# reduction in horse numbers. The year to year decline has been 
greatest during the past four years, largely because of in- 
creased mechanization of farms. Decreases were general 
throughout the United States, with the greatest reduction oc- 
curring in the North Central and North Atlantic States 
Horses over two years old on January 1, 1950, were estimated 
at 6,007,000, which is 10 per cent below that of a year ago 
The number of colts one year and under two was 161,000, a 
reduction of 9 per cent from the 176,000 head a year earlier 
There were 142,000 colts under one year compared with 170,000 
last year. This number of colts under one year was about three 
per cent of the tetal number of horses on farms January 1, 1950 
The price per head of horses and colts January 1, 1950, was 
$45.70 which is $6.60 below a year ago. The total value at 243 
million dollars is about 21 per cent below last year, the smallest 
on record 
During 1949 mule numbers declined about 8 per cent to an 
estimated 2,153,000 head on farms January 1, 1950. This is 
the same percentage decline that took place in 1048 and reduces 
mule oumbers to the lowest point since 1885. Mule numbers, 
which increased steadily from 1867, the earliest year of record, 
to 1925, have decreased every year since 1925. The current 
number on farms is only 36 per cent of the 1925 peak of 5,918,- 
000 head. Decreases were general in all states, but numbers 
held up better in the Southern states than in other regions 
The greatly reduced demand for workstock has resulted in 
sharp reductions in mule colts raised. Colts under one year 
were estimated at 22,000 head compared with 30,000 head a 
year earlier. The number of mules one-two years old estimated 
at 29,000 head on January 1, 1960, is 22 per cent lower than 
the 37,000 head the previous year 
The total valuation of all mules on January 1, 1950, was 214 
million dollars compared with 274 million on January 1, 1949

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Foot-and-Mouth Outbreaks in Venezuela 


io HE U. S. Department of Agriculture was officially noti- 
fied July 28 that several outbreaks of foot-and-mouth 
disease have occurred in Venezuela. It was first diagnosed 
as vesicular stomatitis. Later more thorough investigation re- 
vealed the presence of foot-and-mouth disease. 


Dispatches to the Office of Foreign Agricultura! Relations 
said first appearances of the disease ret occurred in 
the Caracas Valley and especially around Lake Valencia. This 
is one of the important dairy centers in the country. While 
mortality has been relatively low, milk production is said to 
have been reduced 50 per cent in some herds. Dairy herds in 
the State of Carabobo, near the town of Guacara, also are in- 
fected and milk production is reported to be only about one- 
third of normal. The disease apparently extends as far east 
as Pariaguan, Anzoatequi and west to the State of Cojedes. 
Losses in milk production as well as the effect upon meat pro- 
duction will further widen the gap between domestic production 
and consumption probably requiring a larger quantity of im- 
ports 

In view of the occurrence of the disease the Venezuelan Gov 
ernment has appropriated 5 million bolivares (about 1.5 million 
dollars) for carrying on an eradication campaign. The authori- 
zation also provides for the establishment of an executive com- 
mittee to be charged with the planning, direction and control 
of the campaign against foot-and-mouth disease. No estimates 
are available of the number of cattle or other livestock af- 
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fected or exposed, Consequently, no evaluation of loases has 
been made by the Venezuelan Government. 

Veneavelan cattle numbers are estimated at around 3 million 
head, hogs near three-fourths of a million head and sheep at 
less than 100,000 head. There are also unknown numbers of 
goats and wild ruminants that are likewise susceptible to the 
disease. 

Recent disease developments in Venezuela also have been a 
cause of considerable concern to the Colombian Government, 
which is one of the few remaining countries in South America 
free of the foot-and-mouth disease. Because of the ximity 
of some of the infected areas to the border, the Colombian 
Government as a precautionary measure, is reported to be 
temporarily closing its border on the Venezuela side to move- 
ments of livestock, vehicles, and persons from either country. 
Colombia also is sending a technical mission to Venezuela.

“OW sense; great speed from a stand 
ging start; ability to maintain such 
great speed up to a quarter of a 
mile; extraordinary agility in stopping 
and turning; power enough to carry a 
rider and saddle that may weigh up to 
240 pounds, while executing the forego 
ing bursts of speed and turns; endurance 
to maintain a series of such short dashes 
stops and turns, under such weight, for 
an hour or two, while cutting out cattle; 
good riding type, excellent underpinning 
and a “straight ahead” way of travelling; 
height from 14.2 hands to 15.2, prefer 
ably not over 15 hands; weight from 1000 
to 1200 pounds; and last but not least, 
such level headed temperament that the 
horse does not become excited in fast 
work but remains calm and responsive to 
the rider’s wishes at all times 
The foregoing are the characteristics 
which make a good Quarter Horse, GOOD 
in the opinion of men who have bred, 
trained and used Quarter Horses for 
years in all the jobs such horses are 
called on to do, on the range, in rodeos, 
in the show ring, and on the race track. 


DINSMORE 


The Quarter Horse is a using horse, de- 
signed primarily for work under saddle 
on the ranges. Other things done, as in 
rodeos and on the race track, allows prov- 
ing, for money, the excellence possessed 
in certain desirable characteristics, Le., 
quick starts, great speed and nimbleness 
in short dashes in rodeos, and speed and 
endurance on the race track. 

Breeders of Quarter Horses, who have 
had much experience, invariably own or 
have owned, one or two Quarter Horses 
that excelled all their others. Obviously 
these “tops” had something that made 
them superior in the owner's eye 
characteristics that made them good, 
above all others they had owned. 

To ascertain what these characteristics 
were, I wrote early in May, 1950, to 
about 20 experienced Quarter 
breeders personally known to me, asking 
them to think about all the good Quarter 
Horses they had owned, to name the two 
best they ever had, and to tell me, in a 
letter, why such horses were better 
all others they ever owned. 

Jess L. Hankins of Texas writes that

Golden Chief had extra good conforma- 
tion for riding, excellent withers, a good 
saddle back, was deep through the heart, 
extra good over the loin, had well set 
legs, excellent pasterns and feet and 
travelled straight.

tiene regarding registration of Quarter 
Horses. Basically, the registration has 
been based upon Quarter Horse blood 
linee<Quarter Herse performance or 
Quarter Horse conformation, with a very 
high percentage of the horses registered 
being accepted on the basis of conforma 
tion and bloodlines. Very few have been 
accepted on the bants of performance and 
conformation or performance and bicod 
lines, primarily because of a lack of uni 
formity in performance contests 

The question te very often asked why 
registration haw been based on ine 
Certainly a breed should have y® 
teal charecteristice that are different 
from other breeds, and should be able 
to paa« on these distinguishable charac 
teristics to a high percentage of their 
get. The Quarter Horse does have phy» 
veal characteristics different from other 
breeds of horses, but when the American 
Quarter Horse Association was estab 
lahed a litth ower ten years ago, very 
few records of breeding were available 
The Quarter Horse had been a part of 
development of the United States 
early Colonial days, later drifting 
frontiers with the hearty pioneers 
where they heceme known as t idea! 
oow horse. Unfortunately record or 
regietry had been establinhed to preserve 
the bloodlines of thie truly cutatanding 
until ten years ago. At that time 
few purebred Quarter Horses could 
Consequently, horses were ac 
the baste of traceable Quarter 
ding, and many inatances 
wen very light. Many horses 
ha ve registered on the baasia of the 
breeding on the tep side alone, with noth 
ing knewn on the dam's side, and in many 
cases the dam of the sire wae not known 
er traceable, When theee horses meas 
ured up to the appearance of a Quarter 
Horse, they were registered in the Tenta 
tive Stud sok, until seach time as they 
could prove they could also produce Quar 
ter Horses, and move up to the Perma 
nent Stud Book

The National Quarter Horse Breeders 
Association was organized in 1946 and 
registration requirecsents were based on 
bloodlines alone, with no inspection re 
quired for registration 

In 1949, amalgamation of the National 
Quarter Horse Breeders Association with 
the American Quarter Horse Association 
wae effected, and the amalgamation of 
the American Quarter Racing Associa 
tion was completed in March, 1950. As 
a result of the amalgamation, many new 
rules and regulations were required, and 
beginning January 1, 1951, these new 
rules and regulations go into effect. The 
amalgamation with the American Quar 
ter Racing Association, called for the 
establiahment of an Appendix to the reg

The National Stud Book was closed 
with the applications received. to Decem- 
ber 31, 1949, and no further registrations 
are being made in this book, No attempt 
was made to consolidate these two hooks 
The National book remains separate and 
apart from the Tentative Stud Book of 
the AQHA, yet horses registered in the 
National Association have the same 
rights and privileges as horses regis 
tered in the Tentative Stud Book of the 
AQHA. It is not necessary as many 
breeders seem to think, to have their 
horses re-registered in the Tentative 
Stud Book of the AQHA. Their rights 
are the same, but they are not automat 
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Stud Book certificate issued to horses

ically issued Tentative Stud Book papers. 
If a breeder owning National registered 
horses desires to re-register his horses 
in the Tentative Stud k, they must 
conform to the same requirements as 
have all horses that are registered in 
the Tentative Stud Book, and pass in 
spection for conformation. 

For the remainder of 1950, horses may 
be accepted for registry in the Tentative 
Stud Book on the basis of traceable Quar 
ter Horse bloodlines and acceptance on 
conformation or performance 

Beginning January 1, 1951, new and 
stricter rules of registration go into ef- 
fect. 

Primarily the effect of these rules and 
regulations is that the books will be 
closed as of January 1, 1951, and no 
horse will be eligible except those having 
registered sire and registered dam. This 
is a drastic change in the registration 
requirements, and the detail necessary 
to outline the qualifications is wordy, 
and in many instances confusing to the 
breeder 

It is hoped this article will give breed 
ers of (Quarter Horses a better under- 
standing of the requirements for regis- 
tration as are now in effect, and as they 
will be January 1, 1961. 

To begin, let us say that until January 
1, 1951, horses are still accepted on the 
basis of Quarter Horse bloodlines, and 
Quarter Horse performance or confor 
mation. In other words if you have a 
horse or mare, two years old or older 
that has not been registered in either 
The American Association or National, 
and the horse is traceable to known Quar 
ter Horse breeding, and can pass inspec- 
tion for conformation, that horse can be 
registered in the Tentative Stud Book of 
the AQHA, but the application must be 
filed this year. Next year will be too 
late unless beth sire and dam are reg 
istered, For those having 1949 and 1950 
foals, that are too young for inspection, 
these colts must be registered in the 
Appendix of the Association before the 
end of this year to protect their qualify- 
ing on the requirements now in effect 
Fee for registration in the Appendix is 
$5.00 for the remainder of this year. In 
other words, many breeders have been 
using registered sires, but their mares 
have not been registered. For the past 
ten years this breeding has been accept- 
able if the animals could pass inspection 

This breeding will be acceptable on 
foals of 1949 and 1960 provided those 
foals of 1949 and 1950 are registered in 
the Appendix this year. When they reach 
the age of two, they can go to the Tenta 
tive Stud book when they pass inspection 
for conformation or ¢ ualify on perform- 
ance in one of the Registers of Merit 
now being set up for Quarter Horses 

The Appendix will be a vital part of 
the registry beginning January 1, 1951 
All horses must go through the Appen 
dix before being eligible for the Tenta 
tive with the exception of horses having 

and dam in the Permanent Stud 


Foals should be registered in the Ap- 
pendix the year they are born for the 
nominal fee of $5.00, Fees are higher the 
longer a breeder waits to register his 
foals 

The Appendix will secure the name of 
the horse at a very early age, and will 
record his breeding. Many breeders sell 
their foals at weaning time or as year 
lings, and they are in turn resold many 
times before they can be registered. In 
many instances breeders certificates are 
net given at time of purchase, and diff!

As they move 
in a circle one gets several perspectives 
and fairly well sizes up the entire class 
in this manner. By stepping outside of 
the circle the judge can watch the horses 
approach and go away from him and he 
ean look acroas the ring to the other side 
thereby seeing the balance and general 
type. Much of the placing is done in this 
manner before the horses are ever lined 
up 
4s the horses are paraded in the ring 
they can be brought into line one at a 
time and tentatively lined up for closer 
inspection. In general the placings are 
fairly well made at this point. From this 
int forward the problem is to shift the 
yndnesses and minor things that 
yt be seen at greater distances. An 
biter should bear in mind that he is 
ng his greatest show as he leads 
around the circle 
After the horsea are brought into line 
ne each individual carefully. Look 
vis lege, feel of hia withers, feel of his 
neck, look for ur Determine 
whether he stands arely on his feet. 


Such an inspection will sometimes cause 
an anima! to be shifted in line position 
before going any further. If an animal 
earries a fault or defect greater than 
that of the other horses of the class he 
must be placed down regardless of the 
type. 

The judge should always keep in mind 
that he is judging a show, and a show 
is a thing seen by people. Also, the ex- 
hibitors brought their horses there for 
people to see, The show ring is often 
times the only opportunity of getting 
the people and esas together even 
though they have been on the grounds 
ten days, Therefore, the display of the 
animals before the spectators is of great 
importance. 

The top several horses are walked and 
trotted individually to see the manner 
of going. This will sometimes move a 
horse in line position

Early in the individuol 
examination the legs should 
be inspected carefully. 
Length of the forearm and 
cannon, slope of the pastern, 
size and shape of feet, 
muscling of the leg, attach 
ment of the tendons, clean 
cutness are foctors consid 
ered. The tendon posterior 
in the cannon region should 
set well back and give the 
leg o flat appearance. Fore 
orm muscle should be great 
from front to rear. 


Angles of the legs, tree 
ness of excessive tissue, leg 
structure are considered. We 
like to see the groove be 
tween the bone and tendon 
in the cannon region deep 
and clean.

A short back and strong 
tom are musts in riding 
horses. Also, the depth and 
roominess of the barrel ore 
important factors as the bar- 
rel capacity bears directly on 
the endurance and stamina. 


Depth of the heartgirth is 
indicative of the heart and 
lung space which necessarily 
must be great. The spring 
of the ribs as well as the 
depth should be noted. A 
great many horses with great 
shoulder development are 
flat-sided in the ribs which 
reduces the thoracic capac- 
ity 





Quarter Horses are some- 
what handicapped with short 
legs and short bocks as these 
factors shorten the length of 
stride. This handicap is 
somewhat overcome by a 
long croup and a tong 
shoulder which affords o 
long underline thereby 
lengthening the stride. 





Certainly the hind quarters are the most 
important from the stondpoint of origin of 
power. As the horses are placed in compari 
son we line them side by side to get this view 
and look at them trom bottom to top 


One of the distinguishing choracteristics 
of Quarter Horses is the width through the 
stifle. The horse should be definitely wider 
at this lower point than he is at the top 
Cold bloods do not hove this characteristic 


Just how important is the head, is o ques 
tion argued by judges but none will oltogether 
overlook it. The shape as well as the expres- 
sion are points for consideration. Wide be- 
tween the eyes, small muzzle, open nostrils 
and well developed jowls are characteristics 
we like. The shape of the neck, fine throat 
iatch and straight neck crest are desired 
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By having the horses moved one a 
half-length in advance of the next one 
the judg: has an advantageous position 
from which to compare the rear half. 
From this angle he gets a compariscn of 
the hind legs, quarters, croup and barrel. 


Stepping over to the other side of the 
line the judge has this same advantage 
to compare heads, necks, fore legs. This 
staggered position in the line is recom- 
mended as an aid in looking them over. 
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Once again Curley takes the wire 
stretcher and gets busy. Finally, inter 
minably it seems, the calf is safely de- 
livered. “Oh that’s really hard work!” 
she admits, “but it’s even more discour 
aging when the heifer won't claim her 
calf. She won't stand and let it suck 
She butts it off and walks ever and 
tramples it. Then I have to tie her up, 
fore and aft, and make her let it suck. 
Finally she gets to making soft, throaty 
*moos’ and believe me, that’s music to 
my ears!” 

“Il had a time last summer,” she’ con- 
tinued. “My cattle got the pink eye and 
there was a siege A goiter They nearly 
ate me up too! I drove the cattle to the 
corral and put them in the chute and 
doctored them, as many as twelve and 
fifteen head a day, and over a thousand 
during the summer. | had to have help 
froma the neighbors on the big steers. I 
couldn’t handle them by myself, they 
caved and reared so, and climbed the 
corral walis.” 

Curley’s white seven-room ranch house 
where ? visited first and chatted with 
its charming mistress, sets on the rim 
of a mesa overlooking a valley and the 
tall windcharger in the yard huma a 
continuous tune. It keeps plenty of water 
in the storage tank and furnishes elec- 
tricity.

my beyheod days. They knew how to 
guard their bunch of mares both from 
man and other studs that might show up 
in their part of the range. I have seen 
them their mares for miles and miles 
the plains inte some valley in the 
where the grass and water were 
plentiful. And, knowing it to be country 
needed to be on watch, after 
vumd the water hole to see if 
vuld find or amell the dung dropped 
by another stallion, they would then quiet 
and eoita down toa 
then go up and stand

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How to Show 


Quarter Horses

First of all, you must have good bloodlines, 
breeding and conformation. They are very 
essential and a lot of time, effort and feed 
can be wasted unless you have these. Judges 
place much importance on the head. Note 
the alert ears extending forward, the level- 
ness of the neck, clear eye and general alert 
appearance of the horse. This is a doubled 
and stitched latigo halter. The chain with a 
snap is preferred by most showmen. If the 
horse becomes unruly it can be looped. over 
the nose to bring the head under control. A 


strap lead of latigo matching the halter also 
adds to the general appecorance. 

Neatness, good grooming, proper equip 
ment without frills and gawdiness are very 
essential. Good manners ore also important 
and an ill-behaved horse in the ring can do 
much to over-shodow the good points. It 
takes potience and lots of work to get a horse 
ready for a show and conditioning, leading 
and training months before the first show is 
very important. The filly shown in these pic 
tures is a full sister of Peppy’s Pepper ond 
owned by Loyd Jinkens, Fort Worth, Texas 











The end of the toil should 
reach the hock caps. It can 
be properly shaped by the 
pulling of thinning with o 
knife. Start at the tail head 
and graduolly work toward 
the end of the toil. Do not 
cut the toil with shears 





Good feed is very essential 
for one must not moke the mis- 
teke of trying to condition a 
horse too rapidly. Start eorly 
and gradually get the horse in 
proper condition before taking 
him to the show with a good, 
balanced ration. We feed good 
shelled oots, alfalfa hay and 
some men prefer a little pre- 
pored sweet feed. Also, a good 
amount of elbow grease applied 
by the means of o good curry- 
ing brush will help the feed 
Brushing is important to the 
mane and tail. Here the groom 
is showing the proper method 
in which the mane is groomed 

















Those horses that have heavy 
fetlocks should be trimmed a 
little. This is a particular job 
in order to make the foot look 
smooth and trim. 


The cleaning out of the hoot 
is very essential before you can 
show a horse. Use a good hoof 
hook for this purpose. This is 
done just prior to entering the 
ring in order that the horse will 
travel properly and place his 
feet squarely on the ground. 


The wall of the hoof should 
be smoothed very lightly and 
then kept clean to make it look 
neat. A little sand-papering will 
do this but sand paper must 
not be used to excess as .too 
much use is liable to thin the 
wall of the hoof. Some people 
use dressing but | prefer plain 
water for cleanliness since hoof 
dressing is liable to make the 
hoof look artificial. 





The transportation of a horse from the ranch to the show is very important 
Good, padded trailers should be used with the proper partitions if more than 
one horse is hauled in the trailer. If care is used in training a horse to get 
in ond out of the troiler much damage due to skinning trom forcing him in 
ond out will be avoided. Proper protection should be provided agaist rain 
or cold weather 


Proper posing a horse so that the judge can get a general view of him is 
important. Here the showman poses the horse with all four feet in proper 
position and in view of the judge from broadside. The showman is careful 
that the horse is not stretched ov resting on one foot. Distribution of the 
weight on all four feet is very essential in order that the horse will not show 
gowkiness and will look well balanced 
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This is a rear view as the 
judge sees the horse. She is 
traveling away from the judge 
ond the some principles apply 
here as when she is being led 
toward him. This gives the 
judge a chance to see rear 
quarters and how the horse 
travels going from him. It must 
be remembered that leading to 
ward the judge is done ot a 
walk and not at a trot 
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The front view as seen by the 
judge is important becouse this 
gives him an ideo of how the 
horse travels. Here the horse's 
legs ore in perfect line and she 
is traveling directly toward the 
judge and not winging or pad- 
dling. The head is in perfect 
position also. Note the show- 
man’s hand directly under the 
chin to keep her straight in 
position. The use of too long a 
lead chain would give the horse 
a chance to weave as she trav 
eled toward the judge.

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Early Day Racing and the American Thoroughbred 


F HORSE racing has its detractors 
and these are many, it must be ad- 
mitted—the sport nonetheless con- 

tinues to draw support from men and 
women in many lands who admire fine 
horses and who possess, bred into their 
very bones, a compelling affinity tor 
thrills and excitement which can come 
only from the struggle for supremacy 
between horses and riders—contests open 
to all, where speed, courage, training, 
and endurance added to consummate skill 
and rare judgment on the part of the 
jockey, are demonstrated in the open air 
under conditions as fair and as favorable 
as any public spectacle could be staged. 

Abuses committed in connection with 

racing are seldom the fault of the man- 
agement, for it must be said that the 
greatest effort is made to keep the sport 
untainted and to protect sport lovers 
from exploitation. Naturally, where so 
many participants are concerned, “black 
sheep” will find their way into the fold 
somehow, just as they find their way into 
most organizations and groups, but the 
sport could not flourish, never mind ex 
ist, were it not for the guiding dictum 
of those who exert themselves to the 
utmost in keeping the pastime clean 
“May the best horse win.” 


Utility of the Thoroughbred 

Even the most rabid opponent of horse 
racing on principle, if he has had the love 
of a fine horse implanted in his soul 
through contact with the noble beast at 
some time in his career, must recognize 
the great utility of the race horse, 
which is the Thoroughbred or English 
running horse, whose pedigree can be 
traced back in an unbroken line to its 
British ancestry and to ita still more 
remote progenitors in the Orient, wheth 
er Arab, Barb, Turk, or Syrian horse 

Possessing in a remarkable degree un- 
common strength, fleetness, endurance, 
and intelligence, together with that 
unique quality so hard to define which 
we call gameness or “pluck”—~a quality 
which causes the Thoroughbred to stand 
apart from all other breeds, due to its 
intensity, this magnificent horse, o 
to his purity of lineage and the

tific skill deployed in his breeding 
through countless generations, almost in- 
variably imparts to his offspring like 
characteristics, as the annals a the 
Turf, and the history of many light 
horse breeds and types-—the Trotter and 


Pacer, the American Saddle Horse, the 
Tennessee Walking Horse, the Polo Pony, 
the Roadster, the Quarter Horse, Light 
and Heavy Harness types, ete., so con- 
sistently prove. What the latter breeds 


and types would be without the over- 
whelming beneficial influence of Thor- 
oughb bleod infusions during their 
formative periods of development is too 
appalling to contemplate. 


During the initial half of the nine- 
teenth century horse breeding became 
very popular in the eastern states, for 
the American people came to realize how 
dependent they were on good horse flesh 
for overland transportation. Saddlers and 
roadsters were in good demand almost 
everywhere, and as speed and endurance 
appealed greatly to rogressive men 
these looked upon the Thoroughbred as 
the beau ideal among equine breeds, in- 
asmuch as their own saddle and buggy 
nags, they found, were useful in ratio 
to the quality and percentage of English 
blood in their veins. Few there were 
among the early horsemen of the young 
Republic who did not nurture the laud- 
able aspiration of eventually owning a 
horse which would be not only the ob- 
ject of their cherished pride, but at the 
same time the envy and admiration of 
their neighbors. Horses end their prow- 
ese were a4 never-ending source OT CO- 
versation 

It was the most natural thing in the 
world, therefore, in view of the intense 
passion of the American public generally 
for good horses, to patronize race tracks, 
few as these were at that period. It was 
a form of entertainment and diversion 
that admitted little opposition and cer- 
tainly brooked no serious obstacle at a 
time when economic conditions were fa 
vorable. In fact, it was the only pastime 
where the masses could in the true demo- 
cratic American way air their propensi- 
ty for thrills through eye-witness par 


ticipation in stupendous contests of co- 
ordinated efforts of brain and muscle in 
which men and horses vied for suprem- 
acy. These considerations should be borne 
in mind by those who are too prone to 
condemn racing on flimsy evidence tend- 
ing to exaggerate its drawbacks. 


At any rate, the simple fact that tens 
of thousands of spectators would gather 
to see important races in a period when 
roads and transportation were poor and 
the population meagre, compared with 
today, is convincing proof of the popu- 
larity of such spectacles. Perha the 
greatest of these contesta which ever 
took place on this side of the Atlantic 
happened 127 years ago, and in view of 
the tremendous interest it invoked and 
the colorful sidelights connected with 
that race it has been deemed appropriate 
to revive the principal incidents for the 
benefit of THE CATTLEMAN readers 


in this Horse Issue. 


An Equine Star Is Born 

On May 25, 1814, a foal was born in 
the stable at Dosoris, the estate of Gen- 
eral Nathaniel Coles, in Queen's county, 
Long Island, N. Y. Its heritage was of 
the best for its dam was Miller's Damsel 
by imported Messenger, and the blessed 
event took place just one year in advance 
of that from which Frank Forrester dates 
the authentic era of the turf in this coun- 
try. The foal’s grandam, an English 
mare, was sired by PotBoes, and he by 
the celebrated horse Eclipse; his great 
grandam by Gimerack by Cripple, and 
Cripple by the Arabian of con Godol. 
phin. 

He was sired by the Virginia horse 
Duroc, son of Diomed; his dam Amanda, 
by Gray Domed; her dam by Virginia 
Cade. 

It may be surmised that his owner 
cherished ambitious hopes from the start, 
for he chriatened the foal Eclipse, doubt- 
less having in mind the great English 
horse of that name, revered today as the 
head of the great dynasty associated, in 
the line of male descent, with the foun- 
tain head blood of Darley Arabian. Soon 
Miller’s Dameel and her jewel were

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UST about everything is built on split second timing. When 

a clown like George Mills, Ken Boen or any of the other 

great boys lets a Brahman bull make a pass at him it’s his 
ability to time his get-a-way just right to thrill the crowds. 


The dogger’s timing has to be split second usually for his 
get-down. The great ropers like Toots Mansfield, Troy Fort, 
Zeno Ferris and the others have to use a great sense of timing 
even the great roping horses have to time themselves on a 
calf, so that they give the roper a good aim for his throw 
Everything depends on timing with a cutting horse too. If the 
ealf outdodges ‘em for one split second they lose their working 
position of “HEAD TO HEAD” which they have to keep to be 
able to block a critter. Watch for this timing on the great cut- 
ting horses like Skeeter, Satan, Housekeeper, Chacho end Nig- 
ger—-their fast thinking to block head to head, instead of going 
too far past, is what they are judged on 


With brone riders—like Casey Tibbs, Bud 'n Bill Linderman, 
Wallace Brooks, Billy Weeks and the others——it’s that old split 
second timing which helps ‘em keep “with” their horses. 


Everything in sports is built on timing. Even the comedians 
in shows and on the radio are timing conscious—if they pull 
a joke out of time it misses fire. The musician ia also a timing 
expert-—he has to time himself and his instrument to be able 
to get with the others of the band 


In training horses—like all of these other things——the rider 
has to have his timing down just right-—or it misses fire which 
confuses the horse. The rider has to wait until the horse is 
back on its hindquarters before rolling to the right or left. In 
stopping a pony, split second timing again comes into play-—the 
rider has to time his weight and his pull on the reins when the 
horse's hind feet come off the ground to get ‘em to “job” their 
tails into the ground 


In all of these things concerning timing, there has to be a 
riod of knowing beforehand of what to do and when to act. 
ou give this signal to your horse in a “preparing command” 

he gets ready to do what you ask, and can do it when you 

give him the “Command of Execution.” Practice—yes, that’s 
what it takes—-and knowledge too! Do each thing the same 
way always so that your horse can catch on. Do it differently 
and you get confusion!

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“Anson Talks About Quarter Horses’’ 


Collected by Bos Den nanror 


HE name of William Anson is too 

well known throughout the South- 

west to need any introduction here 
His work with horses in general, and the 
Quarter Horse in particular, is today 
history. The author of these words be- 
came interested in Quarter Horses in 
the early thirties, and the trail was not 
long in leading to William Anson. Anson 
had been the leader of the small group of 
men who still loved and raised Quarter 
Horses. For some thirty years, begin- 
ning in 1890, Uncle Billy had done all in 
his power to promote Quarter Horses. He 
was constantly writing for newspapers 
and livestock journals, telling about his 
favorite horses. 

The author wrote to Mrs. Anson and 
asked permission to go through the col- 
lection of Anson papers that were still 
in storage at his old headquarters, near 
San Angelo. As luck would have it, a 
flood came soon after this, as was found 
out when the letter was answered. Mrs 
Anson's letter follows 


“My Dear Mr, Denhardt, 

“I'm so sorry that I did not answer 
your letter immediately——but things hap 
pen so rapidly here in New York that one 
gets little time for things. However, I ds 
want you to know that I was interested 
in your letter. | feel most keenly about 
Mr, Anson's endeavors with the Quarter 
Horse, and I will do anything and every- 
thing I can to try to find any data about 
it. 

“Any papers that I have are put away 
at the ranch. Some may have been de- 


stroyed in the flood, as I had safe keeping 
articles in trunks, and everything seem 


However, I feel sure 
I have articles somewhere there, 
and pictures—I never threw one thing 
away that he ever wrote and kept, but | 
think that there is very little, however 

“I am to be at the ranch sometime this 
year—spring or summer. I can assure 
you that I will do everything I can to 
find what is there. You probably know 
that Lea Aldwel!l bought all our ponies 
and continues breeding on the ranch.

It was a little over a year before Mra 
Anson called me from San Angelo say- 
ing she had found some papers. The 
following weekend I drove to Christoval 
and spent a very pleasant Sunday going 
through Mr. Anson's papers and visiting 
with Mrs. Anson and her charming 
daughter. Some of the more pertinent 
material I obtained has already been 
published (“Greatest of Texas Quarter 


Horse Breeders,” The Cattleman, Oc- 
tober, 1940; “Personal Notes of William 
Anson,” Western Horseman, Nov.-Dee. 
1941 and Jan.-Feb. 1942; “William An 
son of Christovai,” The Cattleman, Jan- 
uary, 1941). However, along with his 
breeding records and pictures, he had 
accumulated a large number of gy 
notes, references and short articles he 
had written at one time or another. The 
following are some of these. Unfortu- 
nately, where they originally appeared 
was not always indicated, and some were 
in manuscript form. Whether or not 
they had been published or when he had 
written them was impossible to tell. 
The authors of many are also in doubt; 
some definitely were not by Anson 


Original Texas Thoroughbreds and 
Quarter Horses 


Colonel Waring calls Colonel John R 
Nasworthy of Texas the father of the 
Texas fine horse. He began breeding a 
polo and cavalry type after the Civil

War. He brought the famous Willis 
Fountain to Texas. Willis Fountain was 
the son of St. Blaze, the first horse to 
sell for $100,000. He was the original 
Texas Thoroughbred, but in twenty years 
Colonel Nasworthy, who still lives at San 
Angelo, turned out a series of clean-bred 
sires, and the Concho country is full of 
their descendants. 

The colonel waxed enthusiastic. 

“Why, man,” he said, “when the Big 
Four won the international polo cham- 
pionship in 1913, eight of the fourteen 
American-bred ponies on the team were 
raised and trained by Fred Koe, of 
Robert Lee: Frank Conover, of San An- 
gelo; Hugh Coyle, of Brownwood; my- 
self, and several other breeders. Thx 
greatest polo horse developed in America 
was the horse, Jacobs, raised on the 
Jacobs farm near San Antonio and 
trained- by Jacobs and myself. The horse 
was sold to Harry Payne Whitney and 
riuiden by the incomparable Devereaux 
Milburn in four international polo events, 
and three of them were winning years. 
Harry Payne Whitney's favorite pole 
horse was Conover, raised near Menard 
and named for Frank Conover, of Ban 
Angelo. Every year at least two hundred 
polo ponies are shipped from the Concho 
country.”

tion, this writer journeyed out to 
Christoval to call on William Anson, 
master of the Head-of-the-River ranch. 
Anson's 10,000 acre ranch is one of the 
finest in America and one of the most 
beautiful. The south fork of the Concho 
rises on the place in a series of gushin 
and tumbling springs. The clear cold 
water passes between banks shaded by 
pecan trees nearly a hundred feet high, 
finally joining the north Concho at San 
Angelo, and proceeding thence as the 
united stream. The ranch is just off the 
main read from San Angelo to Sonora 
and ia visited by thousands of tourists 
whe come to see the springs. 

Anson denied the soft charge, but this 
writer had it on good authority that he is 
the leading authority of the United 
States on the Quarter Horse, which be 
breeds extensively. 

What is a Quarter Horse? 

This writer did not know when he 
reached the Head-of-the-River ranch. 
Colonel Waring, of course, knew, but he 
humorously refused to be interviewed on 
the subject. 

“Not while Billie Anaon is in the 
country. Ask him about the Quarter 
Horse,” Waring said. 

Well, the Quarter Horse was a distinct 
breed in early Colonial days, originally 
ealled a “quarter-of-a-mile running 
horse.” The name originated in Virginia. 
Before the Revolutionary War, one 
J.F.D. Smith wrote that the Quarter 
Horse covered his distance “with aston- 
ishing velocity, beating every other for 
that distance with great ease, bat they 
have no bottom.” r. Anaon, who says 
the Quarter Horse claims “Bottom” as 
his middle name, identifies him as a 
composite breed with a mixture of 
Thoroughbred stock. 

“Thoroughbred is a much misunder- 
stood and misused word,” he said, “It 
rightly applies to the purebred horse, and 
to be a Seams ena a horse must trace 
his ancestry back to the beginning of 
the English Stad Book, before the days 
of the Revolutionary War.” 

“In other words, the equivalent of 
Burke's Peerage,” it was suggested. 

“Huh!” Mr. Anson snorted. “Some of 
the Thoroughbred horses are better bred 
than Thoroughbred human beings. The 
Quarter Horse always has been and al- 
ways will be a composite breed, with a 
mixture of Thoroughbred stock. If you 
liken him to an athlete, he is the hun- 
dred-yard sprinter as distinguished from 
the half-miler or miler. There is little 
doubt in my mind that the superior 
soundness and constitution of the Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred is owing in some

1, 1061, except those having Permanent 
Sire and Permanent Dam. .. . These go 
direetly to the Permanent Book as soon

Exhibit C is the latest type application 
blank, indicating that the same form may 
be used for the registration of a horse 
in the Appendix, the Tentative or the 
Permanent Stud Book. The breeder should 
check whether the animal is to be regis- 
tered in the A ndix, Tentative or Per- 
manent Stud ok. Give several name 
choices, write color and markings, brands 
and sears should not only be described, 
but indicated in the exact position on the 
horse. Breeding information is vital, as 
well as owner of Sire and Dam at time 
of service. This information should be 
imdicated. Location of the horse should 
be indicated if the horse is to go in the 
Tentative Stud Book in order that our 
Inspector will know exactly where the 
horse is located. And be sure your name, 
Post Office box, Rural Route, as well as 
town and state is indicated. 

After all items are checked on the ap 
plication form, a folder is made, and 
pending name card is placed on file so 
that no other horse will secure the same 
name. Certificates for the Appendix are 
written as soon as all information is 
clear. Breeders certificates certifying the 
breeding of the animal must be obtained 
if the animal was foaled in 1945 or later 
This, in many cases holds up the certifi 
cate Exhibit D indicates the type 
certificate issued on Appendix horses 

If the animal is to be inspected, fold 
ers are accumulated in the various states 
and as sufficient applications 
from a given state are received, they are 
assigned to an inspector to make the in 
spection of the horse. Breeders should 
notify the office of any change of loca 
of a horse on which they have appli 
filed, otherwise, inspection can- 
made. As soon as the Inspector

Feeding Cattle for Profit 





In October the market 
price difference between 
choice and common 
slaughter steers in twice 
Peel Gertwags 88 Wide as in May. This 

is due to fluctuating cat- 
tle supply, not changing meat demand. 
The feeder who buys medium or com- 
mon steers in the fall to feed for the 
spring market makes no mistake. The 
man who produces common feeder steers 
does make a mistake .. . Last fall choice 
feeders cost us $43.00 per head more 
than common steers (when both weighed 
about 650 pounds), Quality pays the 
producer well, Lack of quality in feeder 
cattle, due to lower cost per ewt., in- 
variably rewards the feeder who pur- 
chases in the fall, when pastures ore 
emptied, and gives his cattle a five- or 
six-month feeding period. Choice feeder 
cattle should be given a choice finish 
and timed for the summer or fall mar- 
ket. They sell well then. 

In an eight-year test, home-grown 
steers, all of one breed (800 to 900 
pounds), dressed 60.5%; i 
carcasses grading 76°; 
larly ca for steers of another breed 
dressed 59.6% and yielded 59°, choice 
carcasses. However, the lower dreaei 
and grading steers saved 115 pounds ¢ 
corn and cob meal in making a hundred 
pounda of feed lot gain. At present prices 
the saving in feed costa was greater than 
the reward for higher dreasing percentage 
and carcass grade. 

Market topping sbility of feed lot 
cattle is not a safe guide to profitable 
beef cattle operations. ‘Pretty is as 
pretty does” is a much safer beef cattle 
philosophy to follow in seeking profit- 
able operations.

“After feeding Streak and getting 
lunch, | started back home, No need for 
hurry on the return. I had my saddle 
cinched loose. But when, after closing a 
gate, | started to get back on, Streak 
began pitching. At that, I got off and 
tightened the cinch. Then | loped him 
moat of the way on back to Channing, ar- 
riving before sundown. I had done sixty 
miles of riding that day, all on the same 
horse 

“The next morning I went out te 
have a look at Streak He seemed as 
perky as ever-——<didn't show the least ill 
effect from hie long trip. How many 
saddle ponies of this day could stand a 
trip like that without any bad effects?” 

After they moved to the Panhandle, 
the Farwell boys never lacked horses. 
Their father, C. H. Farwell, ran the 
Channing Mercantile and Banking Com- 
pany, which did much of the supplying 
of the XIT. He was a nephew of two of 
the founders and owners of the ranch, 
Charles B. and John V. Farwell. One of 
the early mounts that Frank and Ed had 
was a paint named Pink. This horse had 
been bought from passing Indians for 
eight dollars. The only trouble with Pink 
was that he would run away whenever he 
had a chance. He would go to a spring 
twenty miles away, on the Alamocitos 
range, now the Matador, on the other 
side of the Canadian River 

Before they were old enough to do sur- 
veying or herding, Frank and Ed used to 
spend many of their week ends in the 
cow camps. One Friday evening in the 
early spring they went on such an excur 
sion to Cheyenne Lake, fourteen miles 
southeast of Channing That night, as 
they were sleeping on the open prairie, 
a terrible norther came up. Before long 
the wind was blowing forty-five to sixty 
miles an hour Ed was sleeping with 
Rob Duke, and the pair were having a lot 
of trouble keeping the wind from blow 
ing away their bedclothes. “There's many 
a cowpuncher gone crazy on a night like 
this,” remarked Bob, “turning these sug 
gans around an’ tryin’ to find the iong 
way of 'em.”

When he came 
out with the next steer, he took off with 
hie rider and didn't stop until he was two 
or three miles away. After he rode slow- 
ly back, the cowboy took a stand on the 
back side of the herd. He never mentioned 
again the good cutting-horse traits of 
Isabel 

Farwell remembers the Negro cook, 
Jim Perry, not only as an expert chef, 
famous for his sourdough biscuits, but 
as one of the best ropers he ever knew 
Once, as a boy, Ed was out with Jim, 
moving a bunch of cattle in hilly country 
west of Channing, After a while Jim 
said, “Let's catch us a fresh horse apiece 
You drive that bunch of horses around 
the hill to me, and I'll get one. Then 
drive them around again, and I'll get an 
other.” Jim took only two throws to catch 
the two mounts 

Jim didn’t make such a good showing 
the morning he tried to break an outlaw 
horse, Bald Hornet, of the habit of stam- 
peding out of a rope corral. Jim had 
saved his money and bought a costly 
Arnie Horn saddie that was the pride 
of his eye. When Bald Hornet plunged 
through the remuda and over the rope 
that enclosed the corral, Jim roped him 


| easily. But as the Negro wrapped his 


end of the lariat around the horn of his 
new saddle, the horse charged on. When 
the rope suddenly became taut, it tore 
the horn off Jim's new saddle and sent 
it whiszing through the air.

Formers and ronchmen hove learned that 
im order to moke the most money out of 
beet cattle end sheep it is necessary to 
meintain them in good condition.

“Our father often said he wished all 
of his girle were boys, and his boy was 
twin girls,” Billy added. 

“He referred to us as his four queens 
and ome jack,” Curley chimed in. “Our 
father was Irish, fall of fan, and the old 
timers still quete him around here.” 

The Seale children attended school in 
Baird, moving to their town house dur- 
ing the schoo! term. “I hated every min- 
ute we lived in town,” Curley exclaimed, 
“and went to the ranch every Friday.” 
She and Billy attended Kidd Key and 
T. W. C. several terme. Billy became 
quite an artist and Curley a good mu-

After their father died in 1918 Billy 
and Curley decided to operate the ranch 
together, beliewing they could do as good 
a job as any male manager, and keep 
the money in their own pockets.

The Seale sisters have always been 
good judges of cattle and sharp traders. 
Seldom if ever, during their ranching ex- 
periences have they gotten the small end 
of the bargain. ey read market col- 
umne first, not the society columns of 
the newspaper, and do their own buying 
and selling. Naturally this was on a larg- 
er seale when they ranched together. 

Their usual program on the old ranch 
was to work hard five days, arising early 
and quitting late. On Saturday they came 
to town, purchased provisions, traded and 
bought horses and cattle. They branded, 
doctored for worms, helped heifers de- 
liver calves and did the hundred and one 
things necessary to be done on any busy 
and successful ranch. During the round- 
up season they swapped work with 
neighboring cowmen and still continue 
this program on their individual ranches. 
“We've never paid a cowboy a month’s 
wages,” Curley said proudly. “We haven't 
had to. We do our own work except in 
the busy season.”

[ have known horses that cowboys 
broke and rede for years, and maybe they 
never had bucked with them, but no other 
rider could get on them, they would try 
to buck them off. They were intelligent 
enough to know strangers. 

I have known a few night horses that 
had been used to being on guard at night 
regular for three hours. If the cattle 
were quiet when the three hours were 
up, they would invariably go to cam 
if you tried to «stop them, they ven 
stick their head down and grab the bits, 
and go anyway. The first horse I ever 
saw that would go in when his guard 
was up, or time to be relieved, was a 
horse belonging to Unele Hilry Bedford 
on the Wichita River, and Bud Jones, 
who is now very ill in the hospital at 
Labbeck, rode him. He laughed about 
the old horse some time ago when | vis 
ited him 

if he had not had some intelligence 
how could he have known it was three 
hours or four hours or only two hours’? 
If the cattle were restless or milling he 
stayed on if needed, all night 

Then | have seen horses that were rid 
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den by men nervous and always in «a 
hurry, and had the habit of pay be eat 
as quickly as they could and get k to 
the herd, or just in a rush all the time. 
Their horses could not be held back when 
they left the herd to go to the wagon. 
They soon learned to run to the wagon, 
and then I have known horses that if a 
man got in a hurry to leave or go to the 
wagon, they would balk and stand still 
until the nervous rider got over his hur- 
ry. If he didn’t hit them or spur them, 
they would walk off slowly i a few 
steps and soon strike a lope and be O. K.., 
but if spurred or whipped would lie 
down flat on their sides. 

Then I have seen horses that were bred 
wrong in both body and mind, just like 
folks. All in all, I still think the horse 
is about like a man. Someone smarter 
than the horse has to improve on his 
train before the horse learns the ways 
of man, but take man in the wild, where 
he had to rustle his ents from the wilds, 
and paw his food up from under the 
snows of the North, and watch at the 
water holes and on the range at all times 
be on guard to preserve his life, I think 
the horse will match brains with any ani- 
mal, including man, be he scientist ofr 
cow boy

With the necessary encourage- 
ment from his first illustrated article on 
horse handling, Monte began a seemingly 
precarious and a very seldom traveled 
career.

Hurley Hillyard, a young fellow about 
my age, bought one of the brutes This 
anime! was «@ “bayo coyote,” as the Mex 
eons say, a kind of dark dun horse with 
a brown etripe running down ita back 
That type of horses is of Spanish mus 
tang strain, and while they have uniim 
ited endurance and make some of the 
hest cowhorses in the world, every once 
in a while you will rum across one that is 
ae mean as anything that can be wrapped 
up in a horse hide 

The one Hurley bought waa one of the 
latter kind. Wanting « saddle horse ! 
sounded Hurley out about selling me the 
animal, and he quickly agreed to part 
with it. | paid $76 for the animai, At 
clea; acquaintance | discovered that it 
had « malevvient kind of shifty look in its 
eyes, and after « short time | found the 
animal tricky and unetable as mercury, 
and I began to wish I had not bought it 

One day | wae riding through Louise 
with « companion at a fast gallop. As we 
swung around « corner My companion 
crowded me eo closely that the toe of his 
shoe caught my horse in the flank 

That old “bayo coyote” suddenly flew 
all to pieces. The first thing I knew it 
wee bucking tne nround in a manner thal 
Wae as surprising an it was disconcerting 
The animal was performing what cow 
boys call “laying the rail fence,” that ia, 
it would make «a jump in one direction, 
then make the next jump in another di 
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rection. This kind of bucking was en- 
tirely new to me, and after about half « 
lower jumpe I was thrown oat ef the 
eacelle 

When I hit the ground I discovered 
that my foot had hung im the stirrup, 
something that every cowboy fears more 
than any other type of accident. The 
horse left the street and tearned across 
the town square, dragging me along on 
the back of my neck and shoulders. 

it was kicking at me with every jump. 
| could see those wicked heels flailing 
me, but did not feel the impact. Sudden 
ly 1 foot came loose from the stirrup, 
and | got to my feet about as mad as | 
was scared 

Someone caught the horse and led it 
back to me. A crowd had quickly gath 
ered around, As I prepared to mount the 
animal again several of the bystanders 
tried to persuade me not to ride it, but in 
an angry mood I told them that I was 
going to ride the horse or buat 

When I climbed into the saddle the 
firet thing I did was to head for home 
ami change my clothes. The old “bayo 
coyote” had torn all the seat off my 
pants and the back off my shirt in drag- 
ging me around 

I rode the animal over thirty miles that 
day, and all the time it kept sawing on 
the bridle reins, trying to t its Read 
down so that it could start Bockin , but 
as | was prepared for it this time 1 just 
kept tte head yanked up sc that it could 
not get going again. 

The next day I discovered large blue 
and black places the size of the horse's 
hoofs around my groin and other parts 
of my body where I had been kicked by 
the flailing heels. If I had not been held 
so very close to the animal by the stirrup 
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| might have been seriously injured by 
the wicked hoofs 

Yes, I learned about bad brenes from 
that old “bayo coyote.” 

I mentioned that these horses of Span- 
ish mustang strain make the finest of 
cowherses Hf one is found that is amen- 
able to training. At the time this is writ- 
ten there is one of these horses belonging 
to E. H. Lane, a prominent stockman at 
Odem, Texas, and one of the singular 
facts about the animal is that although 
it ia 24 years old it is still one of the out- 
standing rodeo horses in Seuthwest Tex- 
ar 

Lane bought the horse when it was a 
young animal for the purpose of usin 
it as a cowhorse, but he found it so owitt 
and intelligent he trained it for use as 
a polo pony. After the fad of playing 
polo finally ceased he discovered that 
“Old Cooney,” as the horse was called, 
was one of the best animals that could 
be found for use in the break-away type 
of roping 

Thenceforth “Olid Cooney” became 
famed all over the rodeo circuit of South- 
west Texas. Many riders obtained his 
services, and it has been said that he has 
never been entered in a rodeo without 
making money for his rider. 

I used to ride a mare in LaSalle Coun- 
ty that was of mustang strain, and the 
animal had one of the oddest uliari- 
ties that I ever saw. It had a big mus- 
tache on its upper lip. The hair was of 
the same texture as the hair on its tail, 
and was neatly parted in the middle. 

J. Prank Dobie informed me that he 
had seen horses with hair on their lip, 
but not in the manner I described. 
noticed that the mare would graze closely

would have otherwise had to pass up, so 
I just figured that maybe the odd fixture 
was jast one of nature's ways of enablin 
the animal to better survive in a wil 
state in a country subjected to periodic 
drouths. 

I have heard old-timers teil about 
catching wild mustangs when the acimals 
were plentiful in Southwest Texas. Many 
methods were used, and one system called 
“creasing or “nicking” an animal was 
described to me by S. H. Ellis, at one 
time county commissioner of Frio Coun- 


Ellis told of an incident in the follow- 
ing words, the story which was later 
pomg we in a volume by the Texas Folk- 
are Society entitled “Mustangs and Cow 
Herses.” 

“My father was quite noted as a mus- 
tanger, and his method of getting the 
animals was to crease them. To nick or 
erease them, the mustanger would use a 


rifle, endeavoring to shoot the animal in 
the top part of the neck, just at the root 

| of the mane, where a nerve center would 
be shocked so as to temporarily stun or 
paralyze the animal and it poe A be tied 
dewn while in that condition. 

“I often accompanied my father on his 
mustang hunting expeditions, and my 
part in the work was to rush up and tie 
the animal down the instant it fell to 
the ground. 

“I remember an incident that happened 
when I was 15 or 16 years old and which 
i never will forget. My father and I had 
been seeing a beautiful blue mustang for 
a long time as it ranged over the country 
with a large herd. It was our constant 
ambition to capture it some day and 
have it for our own, but it was so wild 
and elusive that we could not get within 
a mile of it 

“We haunted every water hole for 
miles around in hopes of getting a chance 
te crease it, but it was so wary it seemed 
that we would never get the chance. 
Sometimes it would be in the middle of 
a herd where we could not get a shot at 
it; sometimes it would sense our pres 
ence and suddenly turn and run madly 
away before we could raise a gun. Day 
after day we spent hours in vain lying in 
wait at different water holes, occasionally 
getting fleeting glimpse of the beautiful 
creature, often not seeing it at all 

“One afternoon while we hid near a 
water hole our hearts nearly jumped into 
our throats as we caught sight of the 
animal warily and gingerly approaching 
1 imstinetively began fingering and 
clutehing at the rope I held, and I could 
see my father’s face tense with emotion 
and expectancy aa he held his gun in 
readiness. In a few moments the mustang 
reached the water hole, and after a few 
preliminary sniffs he lowered his head

raised his rifle, took tense, steady aim 
and suddenly pulled the trigger

After the mustangs were almost «x 
tinet in Texas there were etill wild horses 
in the country. These were strays that 
had gotten away from their owners and 
roamed around unmolested in the brush 
country until the range began te be 
feneed in, then the ranchers would cap 
ture them to get them out of their pas 
tures 

One time | waa visiting on a ranch 
in MeMullen County belonging to some 
of the Martine. Sitting on the floor of 
the shack, weed as bachelor’s quarters 
by the ranch hands, and leaning back 
upen a saddle that happened te be handy, 
a coil of rope of enormous «ise attracted 
my «attention. The rope was nearly as 
large in diameter as my wrist, and wae 
hanging across the joists on the unceiled 
part of the house overhead 

In reeponse to my inquiry as te what 
the big rope was used for, one of the 
ranch hands told me that Lonnie Martin, 
at that time county judge of MeMulien 
County, had purchased a hundred or 
wild horses that were in a big pasture 
helonging to a nearby ranch, He had paid 
two dollars each for the animals, vat bad 
to capture thear himself

During World War I the army bought 
thousands of horses in Texas, and it was 
inevitable that some real brones would 
be among them, spelling disaster to many 
& raw recruit. As | was employed in San 
Antonio at the time I heard some of the 
incidents that were teld about wild horses 
and their inexperienced riders 

A friend of mine, Wiley Moss, told me 
about seeing one of those bronca ridden 
Sunday afternoon. Moss was over 
seer on road construction at Camp Vravia« 
at the time. As the work necessitated 

Not far from where hie tent was lo 
cated were the corrals in which a large 
number of eavalry horses were kept 
Many of the raw recruits from New Jer 
aey and adjacent states received the sur 
prises of their life when attempting to 
Tile some of, thoae horses and sudden!y 
found themselves catapulted into the air, 
and hit the earth with various parts of 
their anatomy receiving the full impact 
of the shock 

Some of the recruits drifted over to 
Moss’ tent and became quite friendly with 
him. One Sanday one of these boys came 
ever to him, and said 

Say, Mister, can | borrow 
of yours?” 
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“Why, what do you want it for?” 

“Well, you see, every time I ride one 
of these blamed horses I get damped 
off. These army saddles ain't got nothing 
to hold to. Now, that Texas saddle of 
yours has something in front to held to 
and if you will let me use it, I can hang 
on 

Moss was dubious about lending the 
saddle to the young feliow. He knew how 
strict the army rules were and he was 
afraid that if the recruit got hurt he 
might beeome involved if an investigation 
should be made. He finally refused to let 
the man have the saddie 

“Aw, come on, Mister, I'li bring it right 
back. | made a bet with some of the boys 
that i can ride one of those horses to- 
day.” 

Moss shook his head 

“Well, come over and wate h me then 
I'm gonna ride him somehow.” 

Moss decided to accept the invitation, 
and accompanied the young fellow over 
to the corrals. There he found a large 
number of recruits perched on the corral 
fence, all gazing at a mean-looking, cold- 
jawed horse of unmiatakable Spanish an- 
ceastry 

The young recruit secured a rope and 
climbed inside the corral, the horse 
watching him suspiciously all the time 
Then began the process of roping the 
animal. Around and around the corral 
the horse raced, with the panting recruit 
making ineffectaa! attempts to throw the 
rope around its neck 

Finally a lucky throw was made ant 
the horse promptly jerked the man off 
his feet and dragged him around in the 
dirt as he foolishly continued to hang on. 
He finally released his hold on the rope 
and got up all covered with dust and

The Spur 
Ranch has a namesake in the tewn of 
SPUR, population 1900. Founded in 1909, 
this burg has proved an attraction for 
Western data by such writers as Emer- 
son Hough, B. M. Bowers, George Patu!

‘IRST, get a good prospect to start 
with. Don't waste your time on a 
horse that shows no inclination to 

work cattle, regardless of how much af- 
fection you have for him, how pretty he 
is, or what his breeding is. If a horse 
does not have some natural ability and 
desire to work cattle, he will never make 
a good Cutting Horse. Being mean and 
“broncy” does not seem to hinder them 
any, if you can stay aboard. Some of 
the top Cutting Horses today are very 
spooky, while other top horses are gentle 
and have been that way all of their lives. 

I don't know what those fellows had 
against me when they asked me to write 
this, but I am really poking my neck out. 
However, the NCHA was practically 
built on constructive criticism, so if you 
fellows will send in your ideas on how to 
train a Cutting Horse, maybe we can 
pool the whole outfit and come out with 
something good. 

I like for a horse to be a three or four- 
year-old when he is started to work. A 
three-year-old should be handled very 
easy and not worked too hard. A breaking

hackamore is a good thing to use on a 
young horse, then if he doesn’t come 
around after a cow like he should, he can 
be one reined around in front of the cow 
This will keep his head toward the ani- 
mal he is working, and will not hurt the 
horse's mouth like bite will. It is hard to 
teach a young horse how to do something 
if you hurt his mouth every time you try 
to show him what you want done. If you 
must use bits on him, use limber bits 
until he catches on how to get in front of 
an animal. Some people say to teach a 
horse to rein and stop well before work 
ing cattle on him, This may be all right 
I have never tried it. The more you rein 
a horse, the more he is going to expect 
it. However, if he is taught by one rein- 
ing him around when necessary that his 
job is to get a yearling out of the herd 
and keep it out, he will eventually learn 
to watch the yearling and try to guess 
what it is going to do next, and out- 
maneuver it with very little assistance 
from the rider. This way a horse learns 
that he is on his own. Instead of looking 
for his rider to rein him through every

turn he makes, he finds that he muat 
furnish part of the brains and do his own 
turning, stopping, and giving ground, 
with the rider just helping in the hard 
spots. Of course, this cannot be done in a 
week or a month. It takes a long time 
and lots of patience. 

In this country, we like to use a young 
herse one season to round the cattle up 
to the feed troughs. This gives the horse 
enough riding to settle him dewn; and 
while driving the cattle in slow, # horse 
soon learns that if one drops out, he is 
supnosed to put him back toward the 
troughs. This slow work gives a young 
horse a chance to learn a lot about cattle. 
The same thing can be done driving in 
the milk cows on a dairy. No chousing of 
the cattle is necessary, but the horse will 
learn to watch every one of them that 
moves the wrong way. This is a good 
place to find out how much natural cow 
sense a young horse has, After you start 
working him in a corral, you are goihg to 
decide several] times he hasn't any sense 
at all, and sometimes wonder if you have,

: a \ <-The Breaking Hackamore 


This is usually the first heodstall put 
on a green horse becouse his head can 
be pulled around and also no damage can 
be caused to the bors of his mouth when 
he is jerked as some riders do when o 
green horse does something wrong. 


Snatfle or Limber Bit—> 


This bit con be used to great advantage 
as o secondary step os this is still a mild 
form of bitting. It and the hackamore 
con be used more successfully in one 
reining thon a stiff curb bit 





<-Don't Let This Happen 


When you do put o curb bit in your 
horse's mouth be sure that it is properly 
adjusted to the individual horse. In this 
picture the curb is too long, allowing the 
bit to pinch when the reins ore tightened 
Correction in this cose would be to shorten 
the curb strap so thot when leverage is 
applied the bit will not be pulled back 
and high enough to pinch the corners of 
the horse's mouth 
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Volney O. Hildreth, Aledo, Texas, thinks a good way to do this is 
to push feeder cattle up to the feed troughs. Here he is driving a mixed 
herd, using Nuggett HH, o young filly.

with about four miles south of 
Colorado City, Texas, on the bank of the 
Colorado River back in 1920.

Mr. Church says that the horn on the 
saddle is quite different from the modern 
saddie. When he examined it he found 
that the tree was made out of a fork of 
a solid cedar or willow tree and that the 
bark was still on it at several places. 
The saddle was put together with 
wooden pegs and covered with rawhide. 

Within a few miles from where he 
found the remains of the saddle Mr.

He then entered the breeding stud for 
two seasons until October, 1821, emerg- 
ing to take the $500 purse in the four- 
mile heats at the Union Course, near 
Jamaica, distancing the celebrated mare 
Lady Lightfoot, in the second heat, win- 
ning in & minutes 2 seconds. He won the 
firat heat in & minutes 4 seconds 

In the following week he tock the 
premium of $50 for the best stud horse

Sir Henry 
being now entitled to the inside, took the 
track, and kept the lead, followed close 
ly by Eclipse, whom Mr. Purdy at once 
brought closely to his work, knowing that

Henry went steadily on, nearly at the 
top of his speed, keeping a gap open 
between him and Eclipse of about 20 
feet, without much variation, for about 
two miles, or seven-eighths or until to- 
wards the conclusion of the third mile, 
they had arrived nearly opposite the 
four-mile distance post. Here Purdy 
made his run, and when they had ad 
vaneed forty rods farther, which brought 
them to the end of the third mile, was 
close up, say nose and tail. They now 
entered upon the fourth and last mile, 
which commences with a turn or sweep, 
the moment you leave the starting post 
Here the crowd was immense. I was at 
this moment on horseback, stationed 
down the stretch or straight run, a short 
distance below the winning post, in com 
pany with a friend and Buckley, the 
jockey, who kept close to me during the 
whole race

all description, it te roll asiong 
the track as the horses advanced, resem- 
bling the loud and reiterated shouts of 
contending armies.

Third Heat.-lt waa now given cat, 
that in place of the boy Walden, who had 
ridden Sir Henry the two preceding heats, 
Arthar Taylor, « trainer of great ex 
perience, and long a rider, equalled by 
few and surpassed by none, would ride 
the latter this last and deciding heat 

At the expiration of 30 minutes the 
horses were once more summoned to the 
starting post, with Purdy and Taylor 
mounted. The word being «iven, they 
went off at a quick rate, Purdy now tak 
ing the lead, evidently resolved to give 
Sir Henry no reapite, but to cause him, 
if determined te trail, to employ ail his 
speed and strength, without keeping any 
thing in reserve for the run in 

Sir Henry continued to trail, apparent- 
ly under « pull, never attempting to come 
up until they had both fairly entered the 
straight run towards the termination of 
the last mile, and had advanced within 
sixty yards of home. Here Sir Henry 
being about five yards behind made a 
dash and ran up te Eclipse so far aa to 
cover hie quarter or haunch with his 
head, and for a moment had the appear 
ance of going past. He made a severe 
struggle for about twe hundred yarda, 
when he again fell in the rear, and gave 
up the contest 

Thus terminated the most interesting 
race ever ron in the United States. Be- 
sides the original stakes of $20,000 each, 
it was judged that upwards of $200,000

changed hands. In the last heat Sir Hen- 
ry carried 110 Ibs., being two pounds 
over his proper weight, as it was not 
possible to bring Taylor to ride . 
and although a small horse and lacking 
twenty days of being four years old Sir 
Henry had made the test run ever 
witnessed in America, it was said at the 
time by those able to judge. Time, this 
last heat, 8 minutes 24 seconds. 

Thus the three heats, or twelve miles, 
were run in 23 minutes 60% seconds, or 
an average of 7 minutes 57 seconds each 
heat; or 1 minute 69 seconds per mile. 

Another account of the race gives more 
details apropos of Eclipse throwing his 
tail inte the air when being punished 
by Crafts in the first heat, as follows: 

. . The cause of his throwing out his 
tail, and eos it up and down, as al- 
ready observ was how apparent 
Crafts, in using his whip wildly, had 
struck him too far back, and had cut 
him not enly upon his sheath, vat had 
made a deep incision upon his testicles, 
and it was no doubt the violent pain oc- 
casioned thereby that caused the noble 
animal to complain, and motion with his 
tail, indicative of the torture he suf- 
fered. The bieod flowed profusely from 
one or beth of these Ful euts, and 
trickling down the inside of his hind legs, 
appeared conspicuously upon the white 
hind foot, and gave a more doleful ap 

rance to the discouraging scene of a 
ont heat 

A contemporary writer declared that 
“certain sections of the country were as 
mach, or perhaps more excited by this 
contest than they would have been by a 

residential election. In fact, immediate- 
after it was over, the eccentric John 
Randolph of Roanoke, remarked, 


‘that he 
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was very glad the next president was 
not to be chosen by the people on that 
day for if he oe r ~ , the forta- 
nate rider of Eclipse, certainly 
have been the man’. 


Eeclipee as a Sire of Champions 


After this match, Eclipse was put into 
the breeding stud, where he proved as 
good a stock-getter as he had been a 
racer, He stood in the vicinity several 
years and was then pure’ by Col. 
Johnson and taken to to! Virginia, Tennes- 
see, and Kentucky. He died of an apo- 
plectic fit on the farm of Jilson Yates, 
near Shelbyville, Ky., July 11, 1847, in his 
thirty-fourth year He preved to be one 
of the foremost stallions in the breed's 
entire history, and it is said that the 
“almost total destruction of his blood in 
the Civil War was a national calamity.” 
Among his celebrated p my were 
Lance, Medoc, Midas, Mingo, Gano, Mon- 
mouth, and such remarkable mares as 
Ariel, Lady Jackson, and Black Maria. 
The latter's racing career is one of the 

rmanent sensations of horse racing. 
During the six years she was on the 
turf out cf twenty-five starts she won 
thirteen races. Eleven of her contests 
were three- and four-mile heats. Interest- 
ing to note is the fact that in Black 
Maria the union of the blood of the two 
champions, Sir Henry and American 
Eclipse, were successfully blended, for 
she was sired by Eclipse out of the cele- 
brated Lady Lightfoot by Sir Archy; 
and Sir kode was the sire of Sir Henry 

Eclipse was a clean-limbed, powerfully 
built horse, of great speed and endur- 
ance. He is described as having a plain 
head and neck, but was unmatched in 
the exquisite beauty and fine proportions

LD timers, who followed the rodeo 

( game from 1919 to 1027, were fa 
miliar with a red and white spotted 
that «streaked “down-front” of 
yacked grandstands from Calgary, A!

Dakota. A slight acrobatic man, dreased 
in snow white pante and a tight fitting 
sweater, was going under the horse's

The rider was Leonard Stroud, who 
at one time or another, held almost ev 
ery professional rodeo record in the bus 
ness, and thrilled millions with hia dar 
ing exploite from the back of wel) trained 
rodeo horacs

The spotted horse, that carried Leon- 
ard Stroud to six world's championship 
tithes im trick and faney riding, was 
named Van 


Leonard Stroud named the horse Van 
mn homer of a man named Van Cleave 
who gave the horse te Stroud, 


The paint horse was only three days 
old on July 5, 1912 when Joe H. Smith 
of Floydada, Texas, traded a mule colt 
to George Fawver for the tiny spotted 
colt and his mother. The mother was a 
small tough Spanish mare and his father 
vas a common black stud owned by the 
ate Will Berry of Floydada. 

Grover Smith of Fleyd County broke 
the paint herse to ride and turned him 
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over to his owner to be used on Smith's 
ranch in Rickens County. 

At that time, Joe H. Smith, father of 
the writer, and now of Silverton, Texas, 
was ranchi and neighboring with the 
late W. H. herty of Gainesville and 
his two sons, Newsome, now dvuceased, 


and Frank M. Dougherty now of Fort 
Worth 


Newsome Dougherty liked the paint 
horse and bought him from Joe Smith 
in the fall of 1918 for $190. He took him 
to Gainesville and turned him out on the 
Dougherty ranch. 

Van Cleave, an ardent rodeo fan, want- 
ed to present Leonard Stroud with a fine 
horse and promptly bought the paint 
from Newsome Dougherty for an undis- 
closed sum of money. 

Men who were familiar with the horse 
doubted that he would ever be satisfite- 
tory for trick riding. “He was the tough- 
est horse I've ever ridden,” Joe H. Smith 
said recently, “but he was high strung 
and I felt sure that he would never make 
a rodeo horse.” 

Sometime later, Newsome Dougherty 
explained to Joe Smith what happened 
when Leonard Stroud first saw the horse. 
“Van Cleave and Stroud came to Gaines- 
ville,” Dougherty said, “and we went 
out to the ranch to look at the paint, 
Leonard saddied him, walked around him 
a few times, and swiftly mounted. Then 
he put his hand on the saddle horn and 
spun completely arownd in the saddle. 
ile dismounted, patted the horse's head 
and said he would make a good one.” 

And a good one he was. When Van 
Cleave gave Leonard Stroud the paint 
horse, Stroud was America's most fa- 
mous rodeo star. A few years before, he 
was named director of the rodeo at the

“Owing to the absence of a stud, these 
horses have been bred more for type and 
performance than from strict bloodlines 
and pedigree 

“Comparatively few can lay claim to 
pure lineage here are, however, a 
number of established pedigrees known 
to the old Quarter Horse racing men 
which ould be obtained were any effort 
made to establish a stud book. Many 
modern winners on the American turf 
have been bred directly from Quarter 
Horse dams in the second generation 


‘As « general, all-around riding herve, 
the Quarter Horse is without peer. He 
hae quality combined with weight, 
marvelous bone and substance. His dis- 
position is good and his great endurance 
conceded by all who have used him. He 
ia fitted for the work in view. All my 
ranch work in winter is done on my stal- 
lions. Old Jim Ned, my first sire of this 
treed, did more ranch work in the winter 
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than any horse on the place, and he was 
eighteen years old, 

“I am convinced that I am producing 
a horse which will fill the wants of the 
Western ranchman, or any man who 
wishes to breed an animal which will be 
equally useful as a cow horse, b& 
horse, farm horse, a horse which will 
fill every nermal need of a horse, and 
even acquit himself creditably in the 
exacting game of io. Distinctive feat- 
ures are a marvelous strong back and 
loin, immense muscles and ag feet and 
legs. The stallions especially have very 
heavy jaws and are apt to be thick or 
course in the neck, the head being some- 
times set on at rather an acute angle. 
They have a ae irth and are wide 
across the r the heart. Closely 
and deeply ri a “they have big bellies 
without being paunchy. 

“It may sound strange that this breed 
of short-distance racing horses should 
have the build and qualities essential to 
successful ranch work.

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I have not space to describe fully their 
origin, but it will suffice to say that the 
original ancestors were brought to Texas 
by the first settlers who came mostly 
from Tennessee where the breed had 
existed as long as that state had had any 
history. The amusement of those old 
mountaineers consisted mostly of cock 
fighting, short-distance racing, match 
shooting with the rifle, etc. They brought 
their race horses with them to Texas and 
found a profitable field to exploit them. 
The Mexicans t ht they had the fast- 
est short-distance reese in the world, 
and were prepared to back their opinions, 
but the American ponies, or rather 
horses, invariably won the races which 
were matched, and by this means a good 
many of the best Mexican ponies passed 
into the hands of the Americans and 
were bred to the Tennessee stallions. The 
climate, pasturage, etc., gradually re- 
duced the Tennessee horse to # true pony 
type, and so, in the course of years wit 
un ate ann gh ve _ Rage 
wit ite ities firmly es- 
tablished, reproducing itself with ab- 
solute fidelity. Then came the dark days, 
money panic followed drouwth, cheap 
horses followed the money panic, cattle 
began te increase in value; what was 
good of breeding horses which would not 
pay when you could make good money out 
of cattle. Sell "em, give em away, make 
reom for the cattle. This went on for 
several years until it was arrested in 
consequence of the large purchases of 
the British government during the Boer 
War. At the close, we found that there 
were not any of poe grea ge left in 
Texas. In gelling their mares, 
many breeders had ined of can of 
their best assets, and it is only the last

Hired originally by the early settlers 
in Texas (who, by the way, came mostly 
from Tennessee) for the express purpose 
of short-<listance racing (rmoetly a quar. 
ter of a mile and hence the name}, they 
have developed inte « pure breed of pony- 
built horses with bone and substance,

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quality and action, and endurance ex- 
celled by no yg horses in the world. 
Their origin, it needless to say, lay 
with The anh AF stallions. 
were introduced into Texas along with 
a number of racing mares in the forties 
and fifties, and as no stud book has been 
kept, a faithfal record is hard to pro- 
duce. Many of the older generation of 
breeders could, however, reel off pedi- 
grees by the hour, which had been handed 
down by word of mouth. There has been 
some mixture the best strains of 
Mexican bleed introduced in those early 
days when the Americans and Mexicans 
frequently matched races between the 
best of either breed. The origin of the 
despised and degenerate Mex 
of today, it la to say, was the 
Harb introduced by the Spaniard. Among 
over 200 colta bred during the last nine 
years, not over half-a-dozen will be over 
5 hands, and as few under 14-1, heavy 
te their inches (an old stallion stands 
i4-2 hands shed, and weighs 1040 
pounds). The predominant color is 
chestnut, then bays and browns in equal 
numbers Like the Morgan so long 
ignored and neglected among American 
breeders, they are destined in the future 
to make a name for themselves as a 
distinct American breed which shall be 
known and recognized in every horse 
breeding country in the world.

for neglect there may mean death, but 
in Texas, with so many ad- 
vantages, where stock will winter alive 
no matter how little feed they get, people 
are apt to leave everything to nature and 
reap auch benefits as she in her bounty 
may allow them. 

A shapely horse of common parentage 
well nourished from early youth is better 
property than the starved and neglected 
offspring of well bred parents. Most 
breeders are aware that it is very ex- 
pensive to bring to early maturity a steer 
which has been allowed to loose his calf 
flesh, that growth lost during the first 
year means a great deal of extra ex- 
pense in p ation for market. The 
same princi apply to horses. The 
high priced horse, no matter what his 
breed, excepting the race horse, is the 
one which ts symmetrical, which has a 
pleasing outline and well rourided form 
only attained with plenty of feed and 
nourishment in early youth. No’! matter 
what his performance may be, looks are 
the first consideration when it comes to 
market value. How often have we been 
asked to admire our neighbor's six- 
month-old eolt, what a fine, _ strapping,

o make « financial success of horse 
breeding the farmer ought to be able to 
dispose of his colta before they are four 
poses old; easy to accomplish with draft 
orses, more difficult however with driv 
ere and fine horses. What constitutes a 
“fine” horse by-the-way? Our rich neigh 
bor may import a team of “fine” horses 
from Kentucky or perhaps Missouri; he 
may lose interest In them or for some 
reason fail to care for them property 
mayhe turns them out te grass; what 
happens to them under those circum 
tances’ In sine cases out of ten they 
simply cease to be “fine” horses and 
pe fail to compare favorably with 
Fexas horees turned out with them. Why 
shoud this be so’ We are likely to find 
the anewer in the care and attention 
which had heen devoted to them and 
which had had a large share in making 
them “fine” horses 
There are lots of horses in Texas that 
would be fine horses if they were given 
the attention fine horses get elsewhere 
It is more eatiafactory, however, to 
make money out of ordinary herees than 
to lowe money on fine horses. We have

January tll grass commences wad Sh 
long as the mare is properly cared for 
ill give him milk till signs of <wars ar- 
rive. You may have wenn 
your colt in the fall ao ox pein 
eld, but it is not practical, you cannot 
afford to feed him for such an extended 
period. The colt reaps the benefit from 
the feed its mother receives. Accordi 
to nature she does not wean her off- 
spring till instinet warns her to do so. In 
ease of horses running loose on the 
range the mare, if not due to bring an- 
other colt, will, in many instances, go on 
suckling him till he is two years old. A 
gentle colt is quite a scavenger, and if 
the mare isn fed liberally and he is al- 
lowed te run with her, will do ver 
well indeed. If the mare is not a wor 
mare, however, and is running at pasture 
you must be guided by circumstances and 
commence to feed the colt when in your 
judgment he needs it. Here, nm, as in 
the ease of the work mare, it has not 
been satiafactorily proven that it will 
always y to wean. Theoretically it 
may be the correet thing to do, but theory 
anc ractice de not always agree, es- 
pecially in Texas, and the weanin 
period, with the fretting and incidenta 
worry, may cause both dam and offepring 
to lose sc much flesh that it may pay 
best te allow them to continue to run 
together, only letting the colt into the 
feed lot te receive his daily ration. 
Mares must get very thin before the ef- 
feeta show on the unborn colt; a mod- 
erately thin mare will bring a bigger and 
wee vould than a very fat mare 
wou probably pay the average

Care must be taken to distinguish be- 
tween wise feeding and pampering; the 
latter course is sure to end financial 
lows, but there is a vast difference be- 
tween pampering and starving. The man 
who tells you does not pamper his 
poms | bulle as an excuse for their =o 
sta: appearance, does not as a ru 
make a success of the business. He may 
argue till he is black in the face that 
“7 are heartier and will rustle better 

get more calves, that he is selling 
quality and not fat, but all his argu- 
ments will not convince the discriminat- 
ing buyer, and it is probable that his 
hbor who feeds his young bulls 
who shows them sleek and fat, 
his whole pe before our 
er friend can dispose of a single one. 
Those with experience know that the 
young animal which has received plenty 
of feed at the time he most needs it will 
continue to when he is turned on 
the r . Lf grass is short he has a re- 
serve of fat to draw on, he feels stro 
and lusty. Any breeding animal is boun 
to lose h during his season when out 
at pasture, and the one with a reasonable 
amount of flesh to start with must neces- 
sarily come out better than the one which 
was thin to start with. 

It does not occur to most of us that 
flesh is just as important a factor in 
horses as in beef cattle--with this dif- 
ference—-you can put your cattle in the 
feed lot, give them highly concentrated 
feed and Potten them rapidly, then when 
they are ready for the block the deal is 
consummated; but with horses it is not 
quite the same and the question of con- 
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dition is even more important, because it | 
is not fat only that they need, they must | 
have firm flesh and muscle to wi id 
the breaking period and to enable them to 
stand the work required of them later on, | 
and to fatten your horse is only the first | 
step towards marketing him. The better | 
attention he received up to this time the | 
cheaper it will be to dring him to the | 
proper condition, when the time comes to | 
sell him. If you allow a three-year-old | 
horse to get really thin you will find that | 
a whole year's steady feeding will hardly | 
suffice to bring out his good points. i 
In connection with this subject it is 
an interesting fact, that Texas ponies | 
taken up North for Polo or other pur- | 
poses, grown animals eight or ten years 
old, ranch horses mostly, commence to 
grow when fed on the good Northern oats | 
and timothy hay. They not only grow in 
weight and height, but improve in ap- 
pearance in the most marvelous manner. 
At the end of their second year they are 
often unrecognizable, increasing in 
height from one to two inches and in 
weight from seventy-five to a hundred 
and twenty-five pounds. Change of cli- 
mate say some; perhaps so in some de- 
gree, but infinitely more on account of 
change of feed, and vlenty of it. If you 
wish to get a top price for the horse you 
bred, you must keep him reasonably fat 
from the time he is Fone till he is sold.

(Continwed from Page 76) 
mds, om ovtiaw named Knotbelly, 
tedked se mach like him that it was easy 
te mistake one for the other. One day, 
after a portly feeder had arrived from 
Iilineia, Beyee told one of the hands, 
John Metaniess, better known as Beand 
lows John, to saddle Bop ‘n’ ‘Taters for 
the vieiter. John, whe had come from 
Reund Kock, didn't fancy the buyer's 
manner. So he put the saddle on Knot 
belly, whe was diearmingly gentle until 
mounted, As Knotbelly began pitching, 
cigars, a comb, and other objects began 
te fly from the rider's pockets, At about 
the fourth jump, the Miinolisan left the 
saddle jike a rocket. A moment later he 
wae pulling bis bruised head out of the 
prairie grees 


Another horse that 
often was Rabbit. No ordinary cow pony 
was rabbit.

ANGE cattle can inherit a suscepti- 
bility to eye cancer, or carcinoma, 
according to resulta of studies re 

cently concluded by U.  eperenent of 
Agriculture scientists. u this 
information, varieus methods of contro! 
can now be suggested to reduce the num- 
ber of animals affected in the future. 

In purebred herds, where full records 
are kept, the scientists recommend that 
progeny of affected mature animais 
should be culled to prevent the tendency 
from being continued in succeeding gen- 
erations of that family, For the same 
reason, it ie important in selecting a herd 
sire to be sure that there has n no 
history of eye cancer among his ances- 
tors 

If an infeeted animal is discovered, the 
removal of the diseased eye is recom- 
mended in many cases, particularly when 
it is advisable to keep a cow with carci- 
noma until her calf is of marketable age. 
This will prevent the sale value of the 
cow from decreasing still further while 
the owner allows the calf to mature suf- 
ficiently to bring a reasonable price. At 
that time the recommendation is that 
both animals should be sold, 

in explaining the results of their stu- 
dies, R. R. Woodward and Bradford 
Knapp Jr., of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry's research staff, pointed out that 
breeders have long been concerned by 
the fact that the incidence of eye canver

is probably higher in range cattle, than 
in an den tae, Te be ek 
cons! ial loss to cattlemen 
because of the loss of weight suffered 
by the diseased animal and the lower 
price per pound when sold. The carcass 
may even be totally condemned under 
the Bureau's meat-inspection service. 
studies were undertaken to provide re- 
liable information about the cause and 
control of this destructive disease. 


Beginning in 1926 the records of 1,566 
cows were studied at the United States 
Range Livestock Experiment Station at 
Miles City, Montana, under cooperative 

rojects with the Montana ag en 
-xperiment Station. During the 25-year 
period covered by the records, 73 cows 
developed eye cancer, or an incidence of 
4.7 per cent. Almost 20 per cent of the 
animals affected were mother and daugh- 
ter. In one family carcinomas have been 
found in each generation since the be- 
ginning of the study. In comparing three 
closed lines, two of them showed an in- 
cidence of eye cancer very close to the 
herd average of 4.7 per cent. In the third 
line, the percentage was 10.2, approxi- 
mately twice the average, indicating a 
strong probability of inherited suacepti- 
bility, as all cows were descended from 
one foundation herd sire. Of the 39 cows 
sired by two half-brothers of still an- 
other sire, 17.9 per cent developed carci- 
noma. 


Further findings of the studies indicate 
that age influences the occurrence of can- 
cer. Records of the age of cows at the 
time eye cancer developed showed a defi- 
nite increase at five years of age and 
again at seven years. After that time, 
the occurrence increased only slightly 
each year

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to come back. In the excitement of swift 
water, a rather unruly horse and trying 
to hear what Dave said, Ike pulled up on 
the bit, which will, and did, sink his 
horse. 

Water Dog came to the surface some 
distance away but Ike came up among 
the steers, fortunately near the edge. He 
got an arm around a big four year old's 
neck amd hung to his horn with the 
ether hand. The frightened steer in 
lunging areund and among the others, 
ducked them both under several times but 
didn’t loosen Ike's hold, and the river all 
around was solid with steer heads and 
horns. Men in canoes tried to reach him 
but every time one got close the steers 
would hit the light craft, knocking it 
back, and the swift current carried it 
down stream repeatedly before one was 
finally brought in close enough for Ike 
to let go of his steer and swim to it. 

A steer swims much faster than a 
horse as a usual thing, but not so with 
Water Dog. He beat the steers across 
and climbed out on the far shore. Boat- 
men led him back, which made his second 
swim across the Saskatchewan that day. 

A few hours later, Ike was again 
pointing another bunch of steers into the 
stream on the same horse. Water Dog 
loved to work in water and was so in- 
terested in what he was doing that he 
couldn't be turned away from it-—and 
again he dropped off into the channel. 
The boatmen were watching and saw 
what happened and this time paddled 
right up beside them. Ike had slipped off 
of the horse when he found he couldn't 
turn him back and was swimming along 
beside him on the down stream side, 
holding to him until the boat got close. 
Water Dog went on; he was a powerful 
swimmer and wouki have taken his 
rider safely across. As it was he led the 
steers again and boatmen brought him 
back to the north side once more, which 

his fourth trip that day. 

» was turned into the horse pasture 
to stay at the ranch for he was seldom 
used except in crossing cattle over the 
river, but when he saw the remuda being 
driven down to the river to make the 
swim across, Water Dog flung up his 
head, quit the horses in the pasture and 
galloped down to the river.

To the ranchers of those days river 
crossing was a necessary hazard. Ferry 
boats were the regular transportation 
across the river until freezing weather; 
after that people drove their teams, 
shod with never-slip shoes right across 
the river ice 

It was in the apring of that same year 
that there occurred an unforgettable in- 
cident on the Saskatchewan river. An 
Englishman lived there who worked at 
times for the Matadors hauling hay and 
using his own outfit He had three 
splendid teama, all of them gray horses 
The wheelers weighed around 1600 
pounds: the swing team weighed 1400 
pounds and the leaders 1200 pounds each 

Toward spring he decided te market 
his wheat and had haaled one two- 
wagon load (one wagon chained on be- 
hind the other) to Swift Current, 
Saskatchewan. He was eager to get 
another two-wagon load in before the 
four foot river ice broke up

Food is in relatively good supply. Corn 
and wheat reserves are high, and this 
year’s harvest will be good. Moreover, 
export and military demands for food at 
the present time aren’t nearly as big as 
at t beginning of World War II when 
ceilings were imposed 

The fact that President Truman did 
not ask for authority to control prices 
but got it anyway from a jittery Con 
gress is further evidence of Administra 
tion intentions to go slow 

Finally, the most important reason of 
all is the good chance of a break in cattle 
and hog prices this fall 

Top officials here fear livesteck men 
have a false confidence because they 
think war demands will be high. There's 
real danger of hog markets being 
swamped during the October-December 
period when the extra demands don’t de 
velop. 

Best opinion is that we are not in for 
total war soon. It is felt that Ruasia is 
planning to bleed our economy and our 
patience slowly with a series of small 
wars like Korea. So far our mobilization 
will take about 15 per cent of our national 
production for military needs compared

with more than 35 per cent during the 
last war 

Domestic demand for meat, of course, 
will remain strong but not enough to 
boost prices the way many livestock 
producers seem to be figuring. An in- 
crease of 20 per cent in withholding taxes 
from paychecks starting Oct. 1 will like- 
ly eut into family food budgets, too 

Farmers have little to fear from the 
ceiling formulas written into the standby 
controls given the President by Congress. 
The ceilings are pretty sure not to be 
leas than parity—as of the month that 
ceilings are applied. For commodities 
like cattle which have been selling above 
parity, the ceilings probably will be 
around the average market price just be 
fore the Korean hostilities. As a oe to 
probably ceilings, the average U. 3. farm 
price for all cattle on June 15 was 23.70 
a cwt.; the July 15 parity was $17.40. 

All bets that farm ceilings won't be 
applied for some time are off, of course, 
in the event of all-out war-—which is not 

xpected soon. 

he government will move slowly into 
any program for expanding livestock 
Emphasis will be on hogs and poultry, 
with price supports fairly close to 90 
percent of parity as the stimulants. 

The same caution will prevail in crop 
expansion. Allotments are pretty sure 


for wheat and probably for cotton in 
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1951. But the allotments will be set high 
enough for big production. Supports — 
not be set at 90 per cent of ms for all 
crops although corn and soybeans are 
good bets to get the highest support. 

While the long-pull outlook continues 
extra strong for beef cattle, top officials 
think caution should be taken in buying 
feeder cattle at current high prices. 

Low prices for cottonseed and soybean 
meal are in sight when the big soybean 
harvest comes on. A _ record-breaking 
soybean crop will more than offset the 
drop in cottonseed. Total supply of both 
meals will be larger than a year ago 

When the new soybeans hit the market, 
officials here figure meal prices will drop 
te around $60 a ton. Pricea should hang 
around last year’s levels for Octobor-De. 
cember period and then rise when the 
short cottonseed crop is crushed. 

First estimates for the 1950 cotton 
harvest point to a reduction of 36 per 
cent below last year, down to 10.5 million 
bales. But some experts believe the final 
figures will be somewhat higher. Even 
with the lower crop, we would still have 
a carryover of 3.4 million bales next 
August on the basis of current consump- 
tian estimates 

Cotton allotments for 1951 are likely# 
but not sure. USDA must make up it 
mind by Oct. 15 whether to declare al- 
lotments. The law says allotments mus 
be proclaimed if estimated consumption 
plus 30 per cent for carryover exceed the 
prospective supply

The war mobilization also will tighten 
storage for grain this year. Steel is 
lacking for construction of storage bina 
| although USDA has offered to buy bin 
| capacity for an additional 90 million 
| bushels of grain. 

There is much planning in top govern 
ment on ways to curb inflation and to 
pay for the war as we go. The two aims 
are not unrelated. 

Higher taxes, both on individuals and 
corporations, would help pay for the war 
and also shrink consumer purchasing 
power. It's doubtful if we can raise taxes 
enough to collect the $30 billion extra 
spending a year which now seems prob- 
able, But the administration will try to 
do better than our record for World 
War Il-—40 per cent paid by current 
taxes, 60 per cent by increased debt 

The “first installment” of higher taxes 
should bring in an extra $5 billion dur 
ing the last half of this year. Already 
studies are under way to raise an addi 
tional $7 billion through a “second in- 
staliment” next year 

Besides «till higher taxes on corpori- 
tions and individuals, Congress ts explor- 
ing a national sales or transactions tax 
if we get inte all-out war, this may be 
adopted 

Proposals for levying a so-called “ex- 
cess profits” tax on war-increased in- 
come of individuals will be greatly 
watered down before acceptance. Or- 
ganized labor would strongly oppose. 

In addition to higher taxes, anti-in- 
flation, steps include curbs on consumer

credit, especially for housing, automo- 
biles, and home appliances, and increase 
sale of Savings Bonds. This latter step 
increases the national det 
garded as anti-inflationary since 
Bonds bought by individuals cannot be 
used as the basis for new civilian credit. 

No new government agenci 
created immediately to administer the 
mobilization controls Present plans 
would parcel out th aiministration 
among the Departments of Agriculture, 
Commerce, Labor, Treasury, and other 
existing agencies. As the job gets bigger, 
separate agencies WOuld be set up taxing

Cape Girardeau, 
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Minerals for Horses 


By Rosear W. Cotay, Department 


N THE last eight or ten years, much 

information has accumulated on the 

functions of minerals in the animal 
bedy and the requirements of minerals 
for various purposes. The mineral needs 
for most farm animals have been pretty 
well worked out, but very little work has 
been done on the horse. 

The information contained in this ar 
ticle is partly derived from experimental! 
work and partly adapted from the know! 
eige of other farm animals 

Calcium and Phosphorus 

A deficiency of phosphorus is the most 
prevalent mineral deficiency of catth 
and sheep in this county. With these ani 
mals, the supply of phosphorus often 
comes largely, er entirely, bom pasture 
range or which are often low in 
phosphorus. In the range areas of this 
country where horses are frequently car- 
ried on litthe more than just range for 


phosphorus may well be a problem

The extreme or severe mineral 
ciencies that are encountered arv easily 
detected and treatment usually starts im 
mediately. But what is even more dan 
grerous, are the borderline or very slight 
deficiencies that frequently go unnoticed 
Animals, of any class, with borderline 
deficiencies will usually just be classed 
as “unthrifty.” Here no clear-cut defi 
ciency symptoms exist. A horse that 
chews on wood, for example, is usually 
in need of a calcium or phosphorus sup 
plement

The mineral requirements of the ma- 
ture horse are not high. If their feed 
comes from well fertilized soila, usually 
salt is the only mineral supplement they 
require. 

A ration unusually low in caleium or 
phosphorus may, however, cause serious 
bone injury, even in mature horses. Be- 
eauge of the great importance of sound 
legs and feet in horses, it is therefore 
wise to make sure there is no lack of 
calcium or phosphorus in their ration 

Growing colts must have an emple 
supply of calcium and phosphorus and 
also sufficient Vitamin D. or sunshine 
to enable them to develop strong, sound 
bones. Pregnant mares, and mares nurs 
ing foals require much more calcium and 
phosphorus than do other mature horses. 

When calcium and phosphorus supple- 
ments are required, steamed bone meal 
and dicalcium and tricalcium phosphates 
are the standard. The price of each, 
based on mineral content, would be the 
best eriteria to judge which one should 
be used 

All farm animals are possessed with 
* as far as mineral consump 
Ordinarily, an animal 
will consume no more minerals than he 
needs. Therefore, it is safe to self-feed 
minerals to them. It is a good policy to 
feed one of the above mentioned caleium- 
phospherus supplements free choice to 
all ages and classes of horses. If they 
need any calcium and saan ar they 
ean obtain it from the supplement.

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lodine and Salt 

In areas where there is a deficiency 
ef iodine, brood mares should be fed 
iodized salt to avoid the danger of goiter 
in the new-born foala. It is thought by 
some, that a lack of iodine alse con- 
tributes to the incidence of navel-ill and 
trouble from weakness of foals at birth 


The need for additional iodine in the 
rations of farm animals exists primarily 
in certain areas where the soil and thus 
the water and food crops are low in this 
element. In the United States the goiter 
areas are primarily in the Northwest and 
in the Great Lakes region. There are 
other borderline regions in which goiter 
occurs only oceasionally. 


The simplest and most economical way 
to supply iodine to horses, and all farm 
animals for that matter is by feeding 
todized salt 


Horses should be supplied regularly 
with salt. Horses at hard work require 
more salt than those not working because 
a considerable amount of salt ts loat in 
the sweat. Therefore, it is important to 
have salt available to horses at all times, 
A good plan is to supply salt where they 
can take what they wish, either loose 
salt from a suitable box, or block salt 


In conclusion, the best recommenda<§ 
tions, at the time, for feeding minerals 
to horses would be to feed iodized salt) 
and a caleium-phosphorus supplement, 
such as steamed bone meal, in separate 
mineral boxes, or in one mineral box 
with two compartments. In this way, if 
the horse needs only salt, it will not have 
to eat both salt and the calcium-phos- 
phorus supplement, as it would if the 
minerala were mixed together. This will 
save money

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Ringworm Scars on Skins 
and Hides

INGWORM is a common disease of 
the skin of cattle, especially preva- 
lent during the winter season. It is 
the “athiete’s foot” disease in animals, 


| and is sometimes called “barn-iteh” or 


Herpes. It is a contagious skin disease 
caused by a fungus or a mold-like organ- 
ism, The mold is a microscopic branchi 
tree-like germ, which reproduces throug’ 
spores which are like the seeds of plants. 
Ringworm is spread from animal to ani- 
mal by direct contact, also by rubbing on 
infected stalls, walls and posta. 

The germ-molds live in the hair pockets 
where they cause the hair and its roots 
to be injured, the follicle or pocket be- 
comes inflamed and secondarily infected 
by other germs which are present in the 
air. The infection spreads from amall to 
large circular spots and if it continues 
a sear results where each hair pocket 
was damaged and finally a large scarred 
area results. Such areas are usually 
found, varying in size from a pin point 
to the size of a silver dollar 

From a clinical standpoint, many dis- 
tinet forms of ringworm are recognized 
but they all scar the skin and may occur 
on any part of the animal's skin. Ring- 
worm lesions cause itching, and the ani- 
ma! loses weight and readily contracts 
other skin diseases. This is a direct losa 
to the owner as the lesions are so evident 
that the animal does not bring a good 


price in the market 


Leather Damage 

When the skin or hides have been un- 
haired, the scars are quite apparent and 
the finished leather still shows the scars. 
They appear as bright, shiny spots, the 
same site as the lesions were during the 
life of the animal. This leather has a 
lower selling value, yet the cost of the 
skin to the tanner has been the same as 
would ‘te the case with a first-grade skin 
Secondly, the cost of tanning and finish- 
ing such leather has been the same (and 
iften more) as the cost of first-class 
leather, thus resulting in a direct loss 
to the tanner 

Ringworm is costly to the livestock in- 
dustry, and can readily be eliminated

Novelty and Nostalgia in 
Big Show Hitches!

N THE pattern of life there is a cycle 

of change that brings forth the old 

and makes it sew again. And that's 
what's happening right now to the draft 
horse show hitch’ 

Once in the not too distant past the 
hitch was a very popular form of adver 
tising, as well as a main feature attrac- 
tion at the more important fairs and 
livestock shows Then for a time the 
hitch went out of fashion. There was 
but little interest shown in producing 
competitive show hitches of real qual 
ity. The machine coming upon the Amer 
ican scene captivated fully, the interest 
of the public jut today, since the ma 
chine is everywhere, in the air, under 
water, and crawling about the earth in 
countless numbers, its novelty has palled 
And paradoxically, as the ton size drafter 
becomes scarce, he becomes a novelty, 
which is in part the reason for the revival 
of interest in show hitches, and the rea- 
son why they are being produced again in 
many parts of the country, especially so, 
in the Midwest 

Therefore, because of the public's re 
sponse they are again popular as an ad 
vertiaing medium. The reactions of novel 
ty and nostalgia aroused by the sight of 
them (novelty in youth; nostalgia in the 
mature} makes them a double-barrelled 
attraction 

Dairies, breweries, seed companies, ra 
dio stations and various other businesses 
quick to discover this are beginning to 
buy or lease hitches for loca] events, or 
to parade on the streets to advertise their 
name or their product. The race tracks, 
Hileah, Santa Anita, Arlington and others 
also aware of this are placing hitches at 
jobs such aa: spotting the gate; harrow

The chestnut colored Clydesdale with 
white stockings and a blazed face makes 
a very effective coloring for a hitch 
This with the Clydes’ inherent showman- | 
ship as well as his outstanding action 
combine to make him very much a favor 
ite 

The Percheron has an amazingly senti- 
mental spot in the hearts of hitch fans, | 
and of the American public in general, 
and many have been in excellent hitches 
that have competed successfully with the 
Clydesdales The dapple grey was a 
favorite in early days, but today, both 
on the Fast and West coast there is a 
trend towards biack Percheron hitches. 

There are very few fragmentary 
records available on big show hitches, | 
therefore, no positive statements regard- j 
ing the exact date of their first appear- 
ance, or of their actual origin in this 
country can be made. But insofar as 
can be determined, the big show hitch 
waa introduced to the American scene in 
the Midwest, by six black Percherons 
featured by Anheuser-Busch in 1899, but 
which were replaced by a hitch of the 
Clydesdale breed, and today, the Anheus

must be right in every particular from 
head to heel. To add prestige to the team 
he must conform to the type, size and 
appearance of his mates. Even horses 
sometimes fulfilling all of these require 
ments must be rejected because of a slug 
gish disposition that prevents them from 
respondiag to training, or possess intract 
able tempers that stir up discord. Those 
to pose and maneuver before admiring

They must be quick and full of fire 
but under perfect control and obedient to 
the word and the lightest touch of the

“The leaders have nothing to obscure 
the front thev present to spectators, and 
if this is prepossessing and flavh-—it 
catches the eve and wins the applause 
of the people.’ 

The hitches continued to creat interest 
and to hold it, and by 1916, many import 
ant names were entered in hitch compe 
tition, with thousands of dollars being 
spent on hand-made harness and wagons 
to outshine those already competing 

By {922 such important names as 
National Biseuit Company; Chestnut 
Dairy Farms; Carnation Milk and count 
less others were using hitches to adver 
tise their products 

During this period the Clydesdales 
however, had only one strong competi 
tor, the grey Percheron. Occasionally a 
Shire hitch would appear but never to 
make a name of any lasting importance 
for itself. More professional Clydesdale 
hitches came in, and also later, a hand 
some Suffolk hitch made its appearance 
in Chicago, featured by the Hawthorn- 
Meliody Dairy, which continues to fea 
ture two Clydesdale sixes, one a chestnut

for ever starting in to make a Cutting 
Horse out of him. 

Never jerk or hit a horse because you 
are mad. This can defeat your purpose 


|} as quickly as any one thing. Whatever 


you de to a horse, do it for his good and 
not because you lost your temper. The 
horse has no way of knowing what you 
got mad about. All he knows is that he 
got a good walloping and it might happen 
again any minute. Then he doesn’t know 
what to do or what not to do to prevent 
it, #0 he usually spends his time prancing 
up and down and chomping the bits won- 
dering when the next session is going to 
vtart. A Cutting Horse should be handled 
as quietly as possible and he will be more 
inclined to work quietly among cattle. 
When a horse has been worked on cat- 
tle enough in a corral that he knows 
pretty well what to do, but gets a little 
slow about coming back in front of one 
when he heads it, it may be necessary to 
spur him pretty well up in the shoulder 
on the opposite side from the way he is 
supposed to turn. If this does not get the 
desired results, get a good bat about two 
feet long and hit him one good sound lick 
on the opposite side of the head from the 
way he is supposed to turn. One lick is 


| enough at a time or one gig with the 


spur. If you hit him three or four times, 
he will get seared and more than likely 
forget what the first lick was for. Just 
wait and give him one lick the next time 
he does it. 

Don't expeet your horse to learn too 
fast. Treat him like you would a boy just 
starting to school in the primer. How 
long did it take you to learn what you 
did in school? Of course, it did not take 
some of us very long, but we didn’t learn 
very much 

Be sure you are putting a good ride on 
your horse by riding with him. Many a 
good horse has been ruined because the 
man on him was doing a poor job of rid 
ing. Grab the saddle horn if you muat, 
but never use your apurs to help hold on. 
If you gouge your horse with your spurs 
to hold on every time he makes a good 
fast turn, pretty soon he is going to won- 
der if those fast turns are worth while. 
Ride your horse just like you would ride 
a bicycle. Watch the yearling, and every 
move he makes, swing that way with him. 
It will help your horse a lot and make 
riding a lot easier 

Be patient with a green pony and you 
stand a pretty fair chance of ending up 
with a good cutting horse

SHE fourteenth annual range and 
erep improvement field days, sched- 
uled by the U. S. Southern Great 

Plains Field Station, Woodward, Okia., 
for October 6 and 7, 1950 have been can- 
, according to an announcement by 

. A. Savage, station superintendent. 
The field days were cancelled in the in- 
terest of war-time economy which is ex- 
pected to result in a ten per cent cut in 
funds for all non-military Government 
agencies.

A nine-year progress report of the sta- 
tion's grazing, feeding, and range im- 
wrovement work will be prepared this 
all and distributed to all those who re- 
quest it. The 600 head of Hereford steers 
now used in these tests will be replaced 
with a new herd at the end of the current 
grazing season on October 16. The new 
herd, obtained from the Jack Manafield 
ranch of Vega, Texas, will be furnished 
through a cooperative agreement with J.

The station’s new office-laboratory 
tuilding will be completed and oce — 
in September from special funds allot 
ted last year. This building provides 
adequate office space for the station staff 
and facilities for conducting fundamental 
studies on plant breeding, me Bers re meray and 
soil problems

PT HOSE who live in southwest Texas 
and anyone who has driven the 
desert route from Texas to Cali 
fornia are very familiar with the wand- 


like spiny stems of the ocotillo. Growing | 


on rocky exposed slopes, many branches 
grow erect from the base and wave aloft 
their slender stems topped with brilliant 
sumes of small red flowers in April or 
May Sometimes the ridged and grooved 
gray stems which grow five to twenty 


five feet high are densely covered with | 


clusters of small leaves. Soon after the 
flowers have bloomed and faded, and long, 
hot, dry days are at hand, the leaves 
wither and fall. They leave exposed the 
stiff needlelike spines which are always 
present, efficiently protecting the plant 
from marauders, The red trumpet flow- 
ers are densely bunched at the end of the 
branches. All parts of the flower are red 
except for the golden yellow anthers 
which tip the many (10-19) stamen fila- 
ments crowded in the throat of the red 
trumpet. The fruits mature in a few 
weeks, forming a dry brittle brown cap 
sule filled with white papery seeds. Wit 
out the leaves and flowers the shrubs 
look like dead sticks, and one is sur 
prised to see the stems again clothed 
with green leaves after a heavy rain. 

This widespread and abundant plant 
has many uses for the inhabitants of the 
desert. The canes are used for walking 
sticks; for fuel (the resin in the wood 
makes it burn readily); for roof supports 
or rafters for thatching: and for making 
fences. Of course, fences can be made 
from the dried wood, but the common 
practice is to have a living fence. Long 
canes stuck close together in the ground 
will seen take root and form a dense 
hedge. Gum, resin, and wax are obtained 
from the thin bark which covers the 
canes, and in Mexico a commercial belt 
dressing for leather is made from them 
The Apache Indians used a decoction of 
the roots to relieve fatigue, and pow- 
dered roots were applied to painful swell 
ings. Both flowers and capsules are re- 
ported as being used by Indians for 
food. A sweet drink was made by soak 
ing the flowers in water. The plant has 
long been a picturesque addition to rock 
gardens of the Southwest

The name of Feuquierta honors 
Pierre Fouquier, a professer of medicine 
in Paria in the early nineteenth century 
The specimen firet given thie name by 
Dr. George Engelmann of the Missouri 
Botanical Garden in 1446 waa collected 
in the southern part of New Mexico by 
W ieligzenus. It is a member of the candle

wood family which has in it several other 
species of PF ouquieria, all of which grow 
in Mexico. One of these, the boojum tree, 
in sometimes cultivated because of ita 
fantastic shape which is like that of an 
inverted carrot. People sometimes call 
the candlewood a cactus because of the 
dry, thorny stems, but ita flowers and 
fruit make it more closely related to the 
tamarisk or salt cedar

Twice as Many Frozen 
Food Lecker Plants as in 1945 


PU HE first survey of frozen food lock 
er plants by the U. 8S. Department 
of Agriculture since the war years 

shows the number of plants on January 

1, 1950, nearly doubling since midsum- 

mer of 1945. L. B. Mann of the Farm 

Credit Administration, speaking at the 

National Frozen Food Locker Convention 

in Chicago, said they now number 11,400, 

serve about 15 million people, and process 

1.3 billion pounds of food yearly. 

However, this survey--made by FCA 
and the Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ies under the Research and Marketing 

Act-—also points to some declines in this 

comparatively new industry. A drop of 

16 per cent in the average number of 

lockers rented and 16 per cent in aver- 

age volume of food processed per plant 
since the survey for 1945, made as of 

January 1, 1946, indicated there was good 

reason why the building boom in new 

plants began to slow up in 1948 

High rental rates and service costs 
have caused some trouble spots. Rentals 
have mounted steadily over recent years 
until January 1, 1950, showed them aver 
aging $13.00 per locker as compared with 
$11.40 in 1946 and $9.80 in 1941. Rates 
for cutting, wrapping, freezing, and 
grinding services went up to average 
$5.28 per hundredweight in 1950 as com- 
pared with $2.57 in 1946 and $1.71 in 

1942 

Many locker plants have «spread into 
other services to help counteract the de- 
cline in number of lockers rented and food 
locker. Many rent un 
space to commercial 
firms to store their goods at low tem 
peratures. And this survey pointed to 
something new in the past 4 or 5 years 
servicing hore Estimates showed 
these 11,400 locker plants now servicing 
about 880,000 home freezer unit patrons, 
half of whom do not rent lockers 

This latest survey—-the seventh made 
since 1940 by the Farm Credit Adminis 
tration also shows other services besides 
rentals becoming increasingly important

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Texas Livestock Markets’ Review 


Price Range at Fort Worth, Houston and San Antonio During Past Month 


FORT WORTH Prices for cattle and 

calves charted a 
two-way course at Fort Worth the past 
month, in that slaughter offerings broke 
with best kinds off most, while stockers 
met with continued broad demand at 
atrong prices. 

Compared with a month ago, beef 
steers and yearlings were quoted around 
$1.00@2.00 lower, fat cows $1,00@1.50 
lower, but canners and cutters were 
strong, bull prices unchanged, best fat 
calves $1.00 lower, others steady, stocker 
cattle and calves strong in an active 
trade. Towards the end of August, im- 
provement was noted in the market for 
fat cattle. 

Cow and heifer receipts were relatively 
smali, as apparently any of these that 
could be used for building up herds were 
held back. Most of the steers were of a 
kind that could go either for slaughter 
or for further finishing. A big share of 
the calves were in good flesh condition 

Most medium grassy and supplement- 
ally fed slaughter steers and yearlings 
sold from $23.00@27.00 and these made 
up the bulk of the run. Good fed of- 
ferings brought $27.50@28.50 and com 
mon sorts $22.50 down 

Beef cows sold in the rather narrow 
price spread of $19.50@21.00, some on 
the heifer order to $22.00, cutter cows 
largely $18.00@19.00, and canners $13,00 
@17.50, those of doubtful health at $12 
and down 

Medium and good sausage bulls drew 
$21.50@23.50, a few higher, cutter and 
common $15.00@71.00 

Good fat calves usually held a basis of 
$25.50@27.50, choice kind $28.00@29.00, 
common and medium grades $19.00@ 
25.00 and cull sorts $17.00@19.00, 

Bulk of the stocker steer yearlings 
cleared from $23.50@28.00, choice at 
S28 O@50.00, common 23.00 down 
Older stocker and feeder steers sold 
mostly from $23.00@27.00, Stocker cows 
sold freely from $19.00@$23.00, some 
above and below that spread. Stocker 
cows are selling higher than they were a 
month ago. Early in August some sold as 
high as $25.00. Stocker calves bulked 
from $24.00@29.00 for medium and good 
qualitied offerings, choice $30.00@32.00, 


lightweights to $35.00 and higher. 
Weighty steer calves sold up to $31.00 on 
several occasions and heifers up to 
$50.00 

Swine prices moved up and down with 
sales during the fourth week of August 
being as high as any since November of 
1948. The top reached $24.25, and this 
price was paid for the best 190-260 
pound barrows and gilts. Most heavier 
and lighter weights ranged from $22.50 
@24.00, some extremes down to $21.00. 
Sows sold from $18.00@21.50, Feeder 
pigs moved out from $15.00@20.00, 

‘at spring lambs and yearling wethers 
showed relatively few prices over the 
past month. However, aged sheep ad- 
vanced nearly $2.00 per hundred, and 
feeder lambs were fully $1.00 higher 
Country demand for ewes stimulated the 
market. 

Slaughter spring lambs sold mainly 
around $26.00@25.00, these being of 
medium to choice grades. Yearling 
wethers sold for slaughter at $20.00@ 
22.00. Aged slaughter ewes of cull to 
medium grade sold from $12.00@14.00, 
good lots to $15.00, probably an all time 
high on this market. 

Most feeder spring lambs turned from 
$24.00@25.00, in a range of $20.00@ 
25.50. Feeder yearling wethers moved 
from $18.00@20.00 Breeding ewes 
brought $15.50@17.00 


SAN ANTONIO 


Irregular and 
fluctuating price 
trends featured trade at San Antonio 
during August. In the case of slaughter 
cattle and calves, prices generally sought 
lower levels following an inflationary 
turn noted in July. Stockers, however, 
continued to find wide outlets at stron 
to slightly higher levels. Hogs held 
reasonably close to July levels while 
sheep and lambs carried a stronger out- 
jet. August found the semi-annual shear- 
ing season for Angora goata in full 
swing, but due to favorable mohair 
prices, marketings for slaughter barely 
held within demand levels 

Slaughter grass steers showed a 50¢ 
to $1.00 lower turn for the month, cows 
mostly 50¢ down, and bulls fally 50¢ or 
more off. Calves also met a 50c to $1.00 
decline with good grade suffering great 


shorn to $153.00 


est loss. Stockers, however, moved 
steady to $1.00 higher with greatest de- 
mand for calves and yearlings. Common 
and medium grass steers solid in a $22.00 
@24.50 bracket, few loads $25.25@25.50 
and medium to low good shortfed year- 
lings at $27.00@28.00. Beef cows bulked 
$18. 21.50 with canners and cutters 
listed $14.00@ 18.50. Sausage bulls scored 
$20.00@22.00, few $23.00 or above. Med- 
ium and good calves commanded $23.50 
28.50 and occasionally $29.00@29.50, Cull 
and common made $18.00@23.50,. 

Stocker dealings placed medium and 
good calves at §25.00@30.00 in most 
cases, but the $31.00@32.00 lines claimed 
a few loadiots.
